A verdict against Dr. Edwin L. 
Sheahan, superintendent of St. 
Louis County Hospital, upholding 
the charge of wilful neglect of duty 
made in the ouster suit filed by 
Prosecuting Attorney C. Arthur 
Anderson, was returned by a jury 


| in Circuit Judge Witthaus’ court 


at Clayton last nigit. 
Issuance of an ouster order was 


deferred by Judge Witthaus, to 


await the filing of motions by Dr. 


Sheahan’s counsel. If an appeal 
should be filed, or a new trial 
sought and denied, Judge Witthaus 
said he would name a temporary 
superintendent of the hospital. 

John E. Mooney, County Coun- 
selor, and attorney for Dr. Shea- 
han, said a motion for a new trial 
would be filed this week. He 
termed the verdict unjust and con- 
trary to the evidence given in the 
six-day hearing. “Such a verdict,” 
he said, “makes it extremely 
hazardous to accept a public office 
in St. Louis County.” 

10-2 Verdict; 6 Ballots. 

The verdict was the result of six 
ballots, extending over three and a 
half hours, and was by a final vote 
of 10 to 2. The case being in the 
nature of a civil suit, nine votes 
would have sufficed for a decision. 

Prosecutor Anderson’s charges, in 
the proceeding filed last December, 
were based on complaints against 
the hospital, which culminated in 
resignations of 24 of the 87 mem- 
bers of the hospital’s medical staff. 

The Court, in its instructions to 
the jury, ruled it was to find 
against the supjerintendent (1) if 
it decided he was guilty of “wilful 
neglect of duty,” explaining that 
“wilful” meant “intentional”; (2) 
if it found that he had authority 
to make appointments at the hos- 
pital and with that authority re- 
placed skilled help with unskilled 
help “without regard to proper 
care of patients”; (3) if he per- 
mitted unskilled workers to ad- 
minister hypodermics, thereby en- 
dangering patients, and (4) if he 
permitted an attendant with a 
communicable social disease to at- 
tend patients. 

Four Counts Thrown Out. 

The jury was instructed to disre- 
gard four of the six specific allega- 
tions of neglect made by Anderson, 
on the ground no evidence had been 
produced to sustain the charges. 
They were that unskilled help was 
permitted to place pads in the ob- 
stetrical ward, causing infections; 
that tuberculosis patients were per- 
mitted to remain in the hospital, 
endangering other patients; that 
Dr. Sheahan had refused to assist 
the medical staff or to hold staff 
meetings, and had discharged em- 
ployes for political purposes, in 
furtherance of a scheme by County 
Counselor Mooney, County Judge 
Emil Wohlschlaeger, Circuit Clerk 
Oscar H. Jacobsmeyer and former 


Recorder of Deeds Arthur W. 
Schmid to gain control of the hos- 
pital. 


The specific allegations permitted 
to remain were that unskilled help 
had been hired to replace graduate 
nurses and that an attendant with 
a social disease was allowed to re- 
main in the hospital. 

Instruction On Acquittal. 

The jury was instructed it was to 
find in favor of Dr. Sheahan if it 
decided he made the changes in the 
hospital, as brought out by testi- 
mony, for reasons of economy dic- 
tated by the County Court. The 
jury was not to find against the 
superintendent if it found he was 
guilty only of using “imperfect 
Evidence as to the dis- 
charge of help at the hospital was 
to be disregarded, if, in the opinion 
of the jury, the discharged help 
had been replaced by adequately 
trained workers. 

Associate Prosecuting Attorney 
John Wolfe, in the opening argu- 
ment for Anderson,spoke in a quiet, 
matter-of-fact voice and told the 
jurors it was up to them to decide 
“whether there could be this con- 
stant trouble, turmoil and discord if 
Dr. Sheahan had not been wilfully 
neglectful.” 

Mooney in his argument con- 
demned Anderson for presenting a 
petition in which four to six 
charges had not been substantiated 
by evidence, and said the whole 
trouble at the hospital grew out of 
Anderson’s efforts in behalf of 
friends he made while a patient at 
the hospital, who were later dis- 
charged. 

Anderson pointed out that both 
Presiding Judge Thomas H. That- 
cher of the County Court and 
Judge Wohlschiaeger, who had 
voted in support of Dr. Sheahan, 
had not been called as witnesses 
for him, and that members of the 
hospital medical staff, who re- 
signed and later returned to the 
hospital, also had not been called. 

Dr. Sheahan was the concluding 
witness for the defense yesterday, 
following 59 earlier witnesses, con- 
sisting chiefly of members of the

What He Told Diplomats. 


Hitler told the diplomats that 
Germany was alarmed by the re- 
cently concluded treaty of military 
alliance between France and Soviet 
Russia, and stated: “The obliga- 
tions which France assumed in the 
new pact are not compatible with 
her obligations under the Rhine 
pact.” He referred to the agree- 
ment by which both France and 
Germany promised to keep their 


. soldiers out of the Rhineland—the 


area into which the soldiers of the 
Reich marched today. 

He said that the German Govern- 
ment had no assurance that France 
would not elect a Communist Gov- 
ernment, and he declared that. in 
such case France would be gov- 
erned from Moscow and not from 
Paris. (France recently elected a 
second Communist r-ember to the 
Senate.) 

He continued: “In the interest of 
the primitive right of a nation to 
secure her own. borders and to safe- 
guard her possibilities of defense, 
the German Government, therefore, 
beginning today, restored the full, 
unmitigated sovereignty of the 
Reich in the demilitarized zone of 
the Rhineland.”

PoOLLowine is the tezt of 
Chancellor Hitler's memoran 
dum on Locarno, given to the 

Ambassadors of the world, at 
the chancellery: 

Immediately after it became 
known that on May 2, 1935, a pact 
had been signed between France 
and the U. 8. S. R., the German 
Government called the attention 
of other signatory Powers to the 
Rhine pact of Locarno and to the 


fact that the obligations which 
France assumed in the new pact 
are not compatible with her obll- 
gations under the Rhine pact. 

The German Government at 
that time gave ite reasons in de- 
tail, both from a legal and a po- 
litical standpoint. 

As regards the legal position, 
this was elaborated in the Ger- 
man memorandum of May 25, 
1935; as regards the political, in 
the numerous diplomatic conver- 
gations which followed in the 
wake of this memorandum. 

The Governments involved also 
know that neither the original 
reply to the German memoran- 
dum nor the arguments advanced 
by them through diplomatic chan- 
nels or in public declarations 
could shake the standpoint of the 
German Government. 


In fact, the entire discussions 
conducted since May, 1935, dip- 
lomatically and publicly, concern- 
ing these questions have in all 
points been able merely to con- 
firm the interpretation of the 
German Government, to which it 
gave expression from the very be- 
ginning. 


1. It is not denied that the 
Franco-Soviet pact is exclusively 
directed against Germany. 


2. It is not denied that in that 
pact, France assumed obligations 
in the event of a conflict between 
Germany and the Soviet Union 
which far exceed its mandate 
arising from the covenant of the 
League and which compel it to 
advance against Germany mili- 
tarily, even then when it cannot, 
‘in so doing, fall back upon the 
recommendation, or in fact upon 
any known decision of the 
League Council. 


3. It is not denied, therefore, 
that in such an event France ar- 
rogates to itself the right to de- 
cide, upon its own authority, as 
to who is the aggressor. 


4. It is therefore established 
that France has assumed obliga- 
tions toward the Soviet Union 
which practically mean that 
France must, under certain cir- 
cumstances, act as though neli- 
ther the League Covenant nor the 
Rhine pact, which makes refer- 
ence to this covenant, were opera- 
tive. 

This result of the Franco-So- 
viet treaty is not nullified by the 
fact that France has _ therein 
made a reservation of being not 
obligated to military procedure 
against Germany in the event of 
thereby laying itself open to sanc- 
tion by the guarantor Powers, 
Italy and Britain. 

As regards this reservation, the 
fact is decided that the Rhine 
pact does not rest alone upon 
guarantee obligations by Britain 
and Italy, but primarily upon ob- 
ligations arising from relation- 
ship between France and Ger- 
many. 

The only question at issue, 
therefore, is whether France, in 
undertaking tne treaty obliga- 
tions, kept within the bounds 
prescribed for it by the Rhine 
pact in relationship to Germany. 

To this, however, Germany 
must reply in the negative.

Density of Population. 


Hitler compared the density of 
the population of Germany with 
those of other nations,« especially 
Russia, and castigated those whom 
he believed to be happy over every 
mishap which befell Germany. 


He maintained that if Germany 
did not succeed economically, the 
so-called German question would 
acquire a character which other 
nations would have every reason 
to fear. 

Concerning the method by which 
Germany set her own house in or- 
der, he said this question was no 
concern of other nations. 


“I have tried to solve the ques- 
tion of the hateful class struggle 
theory within the interior of Ger- 
many along lines of higher com- 
mon sense,” Hitler declared, 


“Herein I had to succeed. Why 
shouldn't it be possible to lift the 
problem of general European dif- 
ferences between nations and states 
out of the sphere of senselessness 
and passion and move them under 
the quieter light of higher reason- 
ableness?” 


Replying to international critics 
who found fault because he declined 


to co-operate with Soviet Russia, 
Hitler continued: 
“I do not decline co-operation 


with Russia, but with the Bolshe- 
vism that lays claim to ruling the 
world, 


“I do not want the horrors of 
Communistic international dictator- 
ship and hate to descend upon the 
German people, 

“The fact that in the eyes of the 
Bolshevist international world sup- 
pressors I am regarded as one of 
its greatest enemies is merely a 
great honor for me and justifica- 
tion before posterity of my actions.” 

Hitler warned other statesmen 
not to have anything to do with 
Bolshevism. 

“I tremble for Europe at the 
thought of what shall become of 
our old over-crowded continent if 
through the inroads of this destruc- 
tive revolutionary Asiatic concep- 
tion of life, the chaos of the Bol- 
shevic revolution was to prove suc- 
cessful,” he said. 

Hitler held that Europe could be 
divided into halves—one consisting 
of independent national states, and 
the other those governed by Bol- 
shemwist doctrines. 


French-Russian Treaty. 

“There is deep tragedy inherent 
in the fact that as a conclusion to 
our sincere efforts, covering many 
years, to win the confidence, sym- 
pathy and affection of the French 
people, a military alliance should be 
concluded whose. beginnings we 
know today and whose end, how- 
ever, will be attended by unpredict- 
able consequences unless indeed 
providence once again proves more 
merciful than men deserve,” Hitler 
asserted. 

He reviewed his efforts of the 
last three years to prepare the 
groundwork fer Franco-German 
rapprochement,: and said he had 
never been made any concrete of- 
fers. 

He said he offered successively to 
have German armaments limited to 
200,000 men, and later to 300,000. 

He also turned to other Buropean 
statesmen, of whom, he asserted, 
only the British accepted his pro- 
posal for establishing a lasting re- 
lation between the German and 
British navies. 

Efforts for Amity. 

“I have taken the question of 
eternal European frontier revision 
out of the atmosphere of public dis- 
cussion in Germany,” he asserted. 
“I have removed from the German 
press all hatred for the French 
people. 

“I have endeavored to inculcate 
in our youth appreciation of the 
ideal of such understanding, and I 
certainly have not been without 


success.

The Locarno pact is a series 
of diplomatic instruments for 
| peace and arbitration, drawn up 
at Locarno in 1925, by which 
Germany, Belgiim, France, 
Great Britain and Italy guaran- 
teed Western European peace. 

The treaty of mutual guaran- 
tee provided that the parties 
pledged the inviolability of the 
German-Belgian and German- 
French frontiers as fixed by the 
Treaty of Versailes, undertook 
never to attack one another and 
to settle disputes by arbitra- 
tion. The evacuation of the oc- 
cupied Rhineland by the Allies 
followed as a result of conclu- 
sion of the pact. 

The military clauses of the 
Treaty of Versailles, signed by 
representatives of the allies and 
Germany June 28, 1919—mark- 
ing the close of the World War 
—provided for the demilitariza- 
tion of the left bank of the 
Rhine. 

The Rhineland was evacuated 
June 30, 1930, by the last of the 
allied forces, who entered short- 
ly after the-.close of the World 
War and remained for 12 years. 
Under the Versailles treaty the 
Allies could have occupied until 
1935, or even longer under cer- 
tain conditions. 


Background of Hitler’s Action: 
Versailles and Locarno Treaties 


Under treaty provisions the 
left bank of the Rhine, including 
roughly all the territory between 
this principal German river and 
Belgium <nd Lasxemburg, should 
be occupied in three zones. 

The northern would be demili- 
tarized after five years, the next 
evacuated after 10 years, and 
the last, provided Germany 
faithfully carried out the terms 
of the treaty, after 15 years. 

A strip on the right bank of 
the Rhine 50 kilometers -(about 
30 miles) wide was to be demuii- 
tarized by the German Govern- 
ment. The demilitarization and 
occupation by the Allies were in- 
tended to guarantee execution of 
the treaty terms and to insure 
France and Belgium against 
German aggression. 

Although the American army 
of occupation was withdrawn by 
Jan. 10, 1923, British, French 
and Belgian troops remained in 
varying numbers until the final 
withdrawal. 

The northern zone was occu- 
pied until Jan, 31, 1926, more 
than a year jonger than the 
treaty provided.

Russia and Czecho-Slovakia, it 
was stated by French officials, 
have promised France their unlim- 
ited backing against Germany's ab- 
rogation of the Locarno Pact.

Flandin accused Hitler of “dou- 
ble dealing” in promising, on March 
2, that he would negotiate a treaty 
of friendship with France and then 
announcing the denunciation of the 
Locarno Pact. today. He said 
Francois Poncet, French ambassa- 
dor to Berlin, had visited the 
Reichsfuehrer when the first steps 
of the treaty of frendship had been 
discussed and had been told by 
Hitler that a “study was being 
made of the best way to insure 
Franco-German understanding. 
“The next thing we knew,” said 
Flandin, “was Hitler's announce- 
ment this morning.” 

Offical sources were assured that 
the German army was taking up 
positions at Coblenz, Cologne and 
Frankfort, where Allied soldiers 
were garrisoned for the seven years 
following the World War. Such ac- 
tion is specifically prohibited by the 
Locarno Treaty. 

Germany's repudiation of the de- 
militarized zone wrecks the last of 
the military clauses of the Ver- 
sailles Treaty, the others having 
been repudiated by Hitler when he 
re-established compulsory military 
service, rebuilt an air corps, and con- 
structed new submarines—all acts 
prohibited by the Versailles conven- 
tion. 

Strength of Two Forces. 
French military experts said the 
French army already was outnum- 
bered by that of Germany. They 
said France had 700,000 in military 
service, but that only 500,000 of them 
were in France, while they estimat- 
ed the German army at 600,000 men. 
Gen, Bertrand Puzo was placed 
in command of the French aerial 
defense along the Rhineland with 
orders to have his organization in 
fighting trim by March 15. 


LONDON PRESS’ 
VIEW OF SITUATION

LONDON, March 8 (Sunday).— 
The London Sunday Times, usually 
the mirror of official British 
thought, expressed frank alarm to- 
day at Adolf Hitler's abrogation of 
the Locarno pact and his remilitar- 
ization of the Rhineland: 

“It is diffieult not to think,” the 
paper said, “that in Europe's dan- 
gerous drift since 1932 yesterday's 
events mark the most grave and 
most alarming and perhaps an irre- 
vocable stage.” 

The Times admitted that Ger- 
many was “weighed down by fear,” 
particularly fear of Russia, but it 
flayed Hitler for tearing up treaties 
and sneered at what it called his 
“strike first, talk afterward” meth- 
ods 


“How can you walk confidently 
and quietly with a man who may 
box your ears unexpectedly at any 
moment and may force new condi- 
tions upon you while you are still 
dazed?” the paper asked. 

The Observer, less pessimistic, 
saw in Hitler's request for an Ital- 
jan-British guarantee of Franco- 
German peace a chance of restor- | 
ing harmonious relations between 
Italy and the League of Nations. 

“Cool Heads, Just Hearts.” 

Urging the powers to “keep cool 
heads and just hearts,” this paper 
approved the Reichsfuehrer’s pro- 
posal that the Covenant of the 


League of Nations be separated 


from the Treaty of Versailles and 
his demand for unhampered control 
of the Rhineland. “On both points 
he is right,” the Observer declared. 

The Evening Standard argued 
that Hitler’s action was symbolic 
and intrinsically unimportant  be- 


cause of the use of mechanized 
armies and airplanes. It asserted, 
however, that Hitler's move _ in- 


creased the danger of border in- 
cidents. 

“It may be,” the Standard stated, 
“that from the crowded events of 
today will emerge a clearer pros- 
pect of European peace than has 
existed for many years past.” 

“Keep cool,” the Star pleaded. 

The Pictorial said, “The issue 
must be faced, but let it be faced 
with a cool, calm reason.” 

The Express declared that “the 
British public may vote for the 
League, but they won't march to 
war at its direction on such a 
trivial pretext.” 

(A recent British poll showed 
great numbers of Britons in sym- 
pathy with support of the League 
of Nations.) 

Duncan Sandys; a member of 
Parliament, speaking at Norwood, 
asserted Britain had neither the 
might nor the right to resist Ger- 
many. 

Baldwin and Eden Confer. . 

Prime Minister Stanley Baldwin 
and Foreign Secretary Anthony 
Eden discussed the situation at the 
Prime Minister's country residence 
after Eden had talked over Hitler's 
bold move with the French and 
Italian ambassadors and the Bel- 
gian charge d'affaires, Attempting 
to set an example by avoiding snap 
judgments, the cabinet put off its 
meeting until Monday in order to 
weigh carefully all factors and de- 
velopments and to study Hitler's 
proposal. 

MilV.ary observers generally 
agretd Hitler’s action came at a 
moment: embarrassing to Britain, 
both diplomatically and militarily, 
because of the Italian-Ethiopian 
precautions. 

The Nazis moved into the Rhine- 
land before Britain had time to 
approve the immense new defense 
program announced as designed to 
repair the gaps in the home de- 
fense. However, Hitler's action was 
believed to insure acceptance of the 
rearmament and defense program 
in the House of Commons next 
week. 

Lansbury’s Peace Appeal. 

George Lansbury, former parlia- 
mentary Labor leader, declared: 
“No mobilization by France or our- 
selves is needed except the mobil- 
ization of common sense.” 

Lansbury added: “Myself, who 
am very old; you, who are grow- 
ing old; and all like us owe it to 
the youth and young manhood of 
this generation to face this crisis 
with honesty, courage and faith. 

“We do not dare to let the 
catastrophe of 1914 happen again. 
Those who will be called upon to 
fight if war comes, and the women 
whose husbands, sons and sweet- 
hearts will bear the brunt of the 
slaughter, are entitled to know 
why blood should again soak the 
plains of Europe, The British Par- 
liament and people possess a real 
opportunity to lead the world away 
from barbarism.”

Mrs. Opal Bryant at Mur- 
der Trial of His Widow, 
Tells of Making Rounds 
of Bars With Him. 


The trial of Mrs. Peggy Nash, 
charged with the murder of her 
husband, William H. Nash, East 
St. Louis taxicab proprietor and 
former beer runner>was adjourned 
at 3:35 p. m. yesterday until 10 
a. m,. tomorrow, when testimony 
for the defense will be offered. A 
lawyers’ controversy over a ques- 
tion put to the first defense wit- 
ness caused the adjournment, an 
hour after the prosecution had 
rested its case. The trial is in East 
St. Louis City Court. 

Mrs. Paul Grahs, 806 Ohio ave- 
nue, mother of the 30-year-old de- 
fendant, was the first witness called 
for the defense. She said, in reply 
to the first question, that she first 
met Nash in 1932, the year after his 
marriage to her daughter, and that 
thereafter she came here from Chi- 
cago and lived with the Nashes. 

Hilmer C. Lindauer, of defense 
counsel, asked Mrs. Grahs if she 
had known of violent quarrels be- 
tween Nash and his wife, or threats 
by him against her life. State’s At- 
torney Louis Zerweck @bjected to 
the question, as not bearing on the 
circumstances of the killing ‘of 
Nash, who was shot at the Nash 
home, 1230 Illinois avenue, Nov. 11 
last, on the fourth anniversary of 
his marriage.

Mrs. Bryant said 
She went out for a few minutes, 
and that when she returned, Mrs. 
Nash was escorting Nash, who was 
drunk, out of the place. 

“No, Someone Else.” 

Mrs. Beedie Clavin, 1228 Illinois 
avenue, next-door neighbor of the 
Nashes, testified that she heard a 
quarrel in the Nash home, then 
heard four shots. Nash appeared 
at her back door, wounded ir the 
chest and one arm, asked: her to 
call a physician, and _ collapsed.

FAIRBANKS AND BRIDE 
ON THEIR HONEYMOON 


Actor and Former Lady Ashley 
Wed in Paris, to Sail 
for China. 


By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, March 7.—Douglas Fair- 
banks and his bride, the former 
Lady Ashley, were honeymooning 
tonight after they were married to- 


day in a civil wedding ceremony. 

The pair said they would leave 
on a motor trip to Belgium and 
Holland and then sail for China 


where Fairbanks plans to produce 
a motion picture based on the life 
of Marco Polo. Their marriage 
was performed earlier in the day 
by Mayor Gaston Drucker in the 
Gold Marriage Salon of the Eighth 
Ward City Hall under a_ ceiling 
gaily decorated with pink cupids. 

Miss Elizabeth Govet of London 
attended Lady Ashley and Amer- 
ican Ambassador Jesse Isidor 
Straus arrived at the last minute 
to sign the register as Fairbanks’ 
witness. 

Marriage Laws Suspended. 

The wedding followed several 
days of effort to have the French 
marriage regulations of a 30-day 
residence and 11-day publication of 
banns suspended. Final approval 
for the suspension was given by 
the State’s Attorney after Lady 
Ashley's birth certificate and her 
divorce decree statement had been 
brought by airplane from London. 

Mayor Drucker closed the cere- 
mony with the traditional phrase— 
“I hope that your love marriage 
will be very happy’—and wished 
the pair a pleasant voyage to China. 

Fairbanks and Straus kept their 
overcoats on during the ceremony 
and the wedding party were seated 
on red plush benches before the 
Mayor's desk during the short 
ritual. 

Both Had Marriage Difficulties. 

The marriage difficulties of both 
principals have been aired in court- 
rooms in the United States and En- 
gland. Fairbanks came into the 
spotlight of the Pickford-Fair- 
banks-Ashley triangle for the first 
time when Lady Ashley’s husband, 
Lord Ashley, named him as co-re- 
spondent in his divorce suit. Lord 
Ashley won a decree at London 
Nov. 28, 1934, on charges of mis- 
conduct between Ledy Ashley and 
Fairbanks. Costs of the action, ap- 
proximating $10,000, were assessed 
against Fairbanks.

Ashley, a “Mr. Edwards” who said 
he had acted as Fairbanks’ secre- 
tary from September, 1933, to May, 
1934, testified the nobleman’s wife 
had visited the actor’s rooms “very 
frequently.”

Regulation of Business. 

Stating his belief that there 
should be government regulation of 
business, “which I believe is the 
American system,” he warned his 
listeners that “young men and 
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women have grave need to look 
into this New Deal alternative to 
our American system.” 

“The New Deal is committed to 
drive ahead for Government dicta- 
tion of our economic life,” he said. 
“It is committed by a thousand 
statements, by a thousand actions. 
It is committed by the supporters 
upon whom it depends.” 

Asserting that President Roose- 
velt continuously has supported 
“planned economy,” he quoted 
Roosevelt as once saying, “All the 
proposals and legislation since the 
fourth of March have not been just 
a collection of haphazard schemes 
but rather the orderly component 
parts of a connected and logical 
whole.” 

“The Supreme Court has removed 
some 10 of these component parts, 
and rather than have the _ score 


have seen three more quietly _re- 
moved,” Hoover said. “However, if 
the New Deal is re-elected they will 
be found to have a lot of spare 
parts.” 

One item of New Deal legislation 
came in for favorable comment. 

“The New Deal regulations of 
stocks and security promotion in 
various aspects have the right ob- 
jectives,” Hoover said. “They were 
hastily and poorly formed without 
proper consideration by Congress. 
But they point right.” 

Sixth Speech of Series. 

The speech, sixth of a series in 
which Hoover has heaped criticism 
and sarcasm on the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration, again left unan- 
nounced the part he plans to take 
in the coming presidential cam- 
paign. He defended his own ad- 
ministration by replying to asser- 
tions he did not hold to platform 
promises. 

“There were 39 promises in the 
Republican platform of 1928,” he 
Said. “Of these 37 were carried out, 
even in depression, by my adminis- 
tration. And those . . included 
upholding the Constitution and the 
preservation of national honor. 
Two secondary promises broke 
against the obstinacy of a Demo- 
cratic Congress. 

“I leave research into their plat- 
form promises to well-known 
Democratic leaders. 

“Eight days before that election 
(1932) I stated the real intention 
of these men was to tinker with 
the “currency,” Hoover related. “I 
said their program would raise 
government expenditures to nine 
billion a year. I said it was their 
intention to put the Government 
into business...to undermine state 
and local governments by centrali- 
zation in Washington...to regiment 
our people and undermine the 
American system with imported 
European philosophies. 

“That was all vociferously de- 
nied. All those interpretations have 
come true except as to that nine 
billion—it was only 95 per cent cor- 
rect.” 

Hoover praised the “American 
system of liberty.” After detailing 
how his engineering profession had 
carried him all over the world “into 
many foreign lands under many 
kinds of government, both of free 
men and of tyrannies.” 

“It has its faults,” he said, “but 

it contains the only real ferment 
of progress.” 
He said “about every outstanding 
advance” promoting mankind’s wel- 
fare in the past century had been 
born in countries of free men and 
women. 

“American young men and wom- 
en,” he said, “should have the right 
to plan, to live their own lives with 
just one limitation—that they shall 
not injure their neighbors. 

“What they want of government 
is to keep the channels of oppor- 
tunity open and equal, not to block 
them and then charge them for do- 
ing it...They do not want to be 
planed down to a pattern.” 

On “True Liberalism.” 

Asserting that today the term 
“Liberal” is “claimed by every sect 
that would limit human freedom 
and stagnate the human soul,” Hoo- 
ver said “The natural choice of 
youth is toward true liberalism.” 

“True liberalism seeks all legiti- 
mate freedom first, in the confi- 
dent belief that without such free- 
dom, pursuit of other blessings is 
in vain. 

“I know American youth is 
champing at the bit to take advan- 
tage of an opening world. From 
that, if we preserve the American 
system of liberty, we could have a 
century of glorious opportunity to 
every young man and woman. We 
could have a century of unparal- 
leled progress to the nation.” 


Robert Minor Held for Picketing. 

NEW YORK, March 7.—Robert 
Minor, Communist candidate for 
Mayor of New York in 1933, was 
one of 27 persons arrested late 
today on a charge of picketing a 
Brooklyn department store. He 
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was booked on a disorderly conduct 
charge. Five of the alleged pickets 
were women.

Ben Logan Shot to Death at Paris, 


PARIS, Ill, March 7.—Ben Logan, 
47 years old, son of the late W. 8S. 
Logan, wealthy Paris lumber deal- 
er, was shot and killed today by his 
brother-in-law, Arthur Reese, 53, 
who then drove to his home and 
fatally wounded himself. 

The shooting took place in the 
offices of the Logan Lumber Co., 
which Logan inherited on the death 
of his father about three weeks ago, 
and was witnessed by Homer Per- 
kins, a bookkeeper.

Hitler contended that he had 
made an especially great sacrifice 
in adhering to the Locarno treaty, 
which he said denied to the loser 
in the World War its sovereign 
rights over large sections of the 
old Germany. 

Willing to Co-operate. 

“Tl believe the first condition which 
led to our withdrawal from Euro- 
pean collective co-operative efforts 


has fallen away. 
“If now we are ready to return to 


this co-operative effort, it will be 


done with the honest wish that per- 
haps these events, in retrospect 
upon these years, will help deepen 
the appreciation for this co-opera- 
tive effort also among other Euro 
pean peoples.

litical and economic life, our posi- 
tion has improved. 

“I may confess today, however, 
that during this period many wor- 
ries oppressed me, and uncounted 
sleepless nights and days of heavy 
work accompanied me. 

“I could do all this only because I 
never felt myself as dictator of my 
people, but always as its leader and 
thereby its deputy. 

Says France Is Arming. 
Hitler said Germany observed 
provisions of the Locarno pact, even 
though France was arming her side 
of the frontier heavily. 

“In contravention of this pact 
was the arrangement which France 
last year entered upon with Russia 
and which it has already signed and 
whose ratification by the Chamber 
has just ensued,” he said. 

He then entered into a longer 
juridical analysis of the effect of 
the Soviet pact on the Locarno 
treaty. 

Hitler observed that France had 
concluded pacts of mutual assist- 
ance with Czechoslovakia and Po- 
land, even before the Locarno 
pact, but that Germany did not ob- 
ject to these because they were sub- 
ordinated to the League of Nations. 


Soviet Pact Different. 


The Soviet pact was different, he 
contended, because Russia was an 
organized exponent of revolutionary 
views. 

He said that as a possibility exist- 
ed that France might some day be- 
come Bolshevist, Germany must en- 
visage a possibility that such a 
state would then be directed no 
longer from Paris, but from Mos- 
cow. 

Hitler said he had warned Europe 
for years against Russia’s aggres- 
sive tendencies, but that he had al- 
ways talked to deaf ears. 

Now, however, he said, former 
Premier Edouard Herriot of France 
should be thanked for having told 
the whole world, in Chamber of 
Deputies debate on ratification of 
the Franco-Soviet pact, just how 
large the Russian war machine 
was. 

“The Russian army had a peace 
strength of 1,350,000 men, it en- 
compasses 17,500,000 in war 
strength in reserve, it is equipped 
with the greatest tank weapons in 
the world and has the greatest air 
force,” Hitler declared. 

Hitler held that this gigantic 
army, if brought into Europe, 
would upset completely the Euro- 
pean balance of power. 


Charges News Suppression. 


Hitler charged that his recent 
interview with Bertrand de Jou- 
venel, French journalist, in which 
he appealed for French friendship, 
was withheld until the day after 
the ratification of the Soviet pact 
by the French Chamber of Dep- 
uties. 

“The consequences of this rati- 
fication compelled me to re-ex- 
amine the new situation that has 
obtained and to draw the neces- 
sary consequences from it,” he 
said. 

“These consequences are fateful 
and I am personally bitterly sor- 
rowful about them. 

“I am compelled, however, not 
only to bring sacrifices for the 
sake of European understanding, 
but also to obey the interests of 
my own people. 

“As long as sacrifice is appre- 
ciated on the other side, I am glad 
to stand by this sacrifice and to 
urge the German people to do like- 
wise. 


“At the moment, however, that 
it becomes certain that the partner 
does not evaluate these sacrifices, 
there ensues a discrimination that 
is unbearable for us.” 

Hitler then produced his mem- 
orandum of 1600 words, presented 
to the French Government and oth- 
er signatories of the Locarno pact 
and included it in his speech. 


“Two Holy Confessions.” 


He continued dramatically: 

“In this historic hour, when in 
western provinces our Reich Ger- 
man troops are at this moment 
moving into their future garrisons 
of peace, we all unite in two holy 
confessions. 

“First, in a solemn oath to re- 
cede before no power and no force 
in re-establishing the honor of our 
people, and rather to succumb hon- 


rather than ever capitulate before 
it. 

“Secondly, in a determination 
now more than ever to help bring 
about understanding among peo- 
ples of Europe, especially among 
our western peoples and neighbors. 

“Thus, after three years, I be- 
lieve I can consider with today the 
fight for German equality as con- 
cluded. 


Asks for People’s Approval. 


“IT cannot conclude’ this historic 
period of re-establishment of honor 
and freedom for my people without 
now asking the German people to 
give their voice of approval for all 
I had to do these years in the way 
of decisions that seem to be ob- 
stinate, what I had to execute in 
the way of severe measures and 
what I have demanded in the way 
of great sacrifices. 


“I have therefore determined to- 
day to dissolve the German Reichs- 
tag in order that the German peo- 
ple may pass judgment upon mine 
and my collaborators’ leadership. 

“I now beg the German people 
to strengthen me in my faith, and 
through the power of its own will 
to transmit to me the power at all 
times to sponsor bravely its honor 
and its freedom, to look out for its 
economic prosperity, but especial- 
ly to support me in my struggle for 
real peace.” 


Hitler finished speaking at 1:35 
p.m. His voice was clear through- 
out the address, and the tremen- 
dous applause which interrupted 
him repeatedly swelied to thunder 
when Hitler proclaimed Germany's 
military occupation of the Rhine 
land. 


Gen. Goering tnen took the ros- 
trum and read Hitler’s message to 
the German nation, announcing dis- 
solution of the Reichstag for the 
new election March 29. 

After the Nazi “Horst Wessel” 


song was sung, Hitler left the 
Reichstag amid wild cheers.

Offering its bonds at public sale 
the City of St. Louis received a pre- 
mium of $1.13% per $100 from a 
syndicate, which included the St. 
Louis firm of Stifel, Nicolaus & 
Co. The State bonds sold privately 
to the Kansas City firms brought a 
premium of only 10 cents on the 
$100. The bonds of both city and 
State issues bore a 2 per cent in- 
terest rate. 

In the past State and St. Louis 
bonds have sold on virtually the |. 
same basis, with the State some- 
times getting a slightly better price. 
The sale Thursday was the first in- 
stance of private sale of State 
bonds. j 

Accountants’ Estimates. 

On the basis of the St. Louis 
bond sale, bond accountants have 
figured the State, with bonds of 
longer average maturity than the 
city bonds, reasonably could have 
been expected to receive a premi- 
um of $1.53 instead of the 10 cents 
it got. At that price the _ profit 
would have been more than $30,- 
600. If sold at the same price the 
city received the State bonds 
would have yielded a profit of $22, 
700. The State received a premium 
of only $2000, based on 10 cents for 
each $100 bond. 

The State sale was put through 
the Board of Fund Commissioners 
by the votes of Gov. Park, State 
Auditor Smith and Attorney-Gen- 
eral McKittrick and over the pro- 
test of State Treasurer Nacy, who 
advocated following the usual pro- 
cedure of advertising for bids. 

From a statement by Gov. Park 
today it became known that the 
Fund Commissioners had intended 
to advertise for bids and to sell the 
bonds April 7, but that the Kansas 
City firms, Stern Bros. & Co. and 
Baum, Bernheimer & Co., had 
made a private offer through 
which the State would receive the 
total premium of $2000 on the is- 
sue, and that it was accepted. 

“It. looked like an advantageous 
| proposal,” the Governor said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, “and we 
went ahead and accepted it. at 
once. We were afraid that if we 
waited to ask for other bids, the 
market might change adversely.” 

State Auditor Smith took a po- 
sition similar to that of the Gov- 
ernor, adding that any other bond 
| house might have submitted a pro- 
posal. However, he admitted that 
no other bond house was notified 
_of the Kansas City proposal. 
Attorney General McKittrick was 
out of the city and could not be 
reached. 
| Nacy Urged Delay. 
| State Treasurer Nacy, who voted 
|against acceptance of the Kansas 
City offer, urged that the Commis- 
sioners delay the sale long enough 
to notify other possible purchasers 
of the bonds, and to give them an 
opportunity to submit offers. This, 
he said, could have been done 
within a day or two.

Gil Pirrung of St. Louis has 
again entered two care in the an- 
nual 500-mile race on the Indiana- 
polis Motor Speedway on May 3. 

Veterans smiled last year when 
the modest but determined youth 
went to “Gasoline Alley,” with two 
new racers. But their laughter 
turned to praise when his well dis- 
ciplined drivers both got into the 
money——one in second place. 

For Pirrung was no rocking chair 
He selected the best of 


car owner. 
racing car designers to fashion 
his cars, and stayed with them 


until they were finished. Then he 
went with them to Indianapolis to 
supervise every tuning up test. 
Never did one of his mounts go on 
the track but Pirrung rode out with 
the driver and took active com- 
mand of his pit. 

He tinted the cars Yale blue, and 
decked his crews in the same color. 
He was a stickler for neatness and 
his men on every occasion of prac- 
tice were spick and span. He made 
a “No smoking” and “No drinking” 
rule and made it stick. He had 
ideas about the elevation of auto- 
mobile racing which he would ex- 
pound, if asked, but remained si- 
lent if not approached. 

Old-timers passed off his prepar- 
ations lightly. But he skillfully 
maneuvered Wilbur Shaw into sec- 
ond place in the race, and there he 
finished. Had it not been for a 
sportsmanlike gesture on Shaw’s 
part, when he allowed Kelly Petillo, 
eventual winner, to pick up his 
lead after running a caution signal 
in the rain, the Pirrung front- 
wheeler might have been first. 
Then “Doc” McKenzie, after fight- 
ing continual mechanical trouble, 
pulled the other Pirrung car into 
ninth place, in the money circle.

Interest in Safety 
Shown. by Buyers 
Of Used Cars Here 


More than ever before, safety 
considerations are prompting the 
trading of old cars for  better- 
equipped later model used cars, ac- 
cording to a survey of representa- 
tive dealers in the St. Louis Branch 
area of the Ford Motor Co. Replies 
to a questionnaire sent to the deal- 
ers indicate a definite growth of 
interest in safety considerations. 

Asked to make a rough estimate 
of the number of customers who 
evinced an interest in safety con- 
siderations, the dealers indicated 
that the proportion of customers 
who specifically ask about brakes 
or otherwise comment on safety 
factors is now about nine out of 10, 
compared to four in 10 a few years 
ago. 

awenwend anti-accident cam- 
paigns conducted by civic bodies 
and newspapers are cited by the 
dealers as probably reasons for the 
grown interest in safety shown by 
the used car customers. 

Whatever the reason, winter 
sales of used cars this year are 
showing substantial gains over re- 
cent years, according to the deal- 
ers. 

Largely as a result of the early 
introduction of 1936 models at the 
automobile shows last fall, late- 
model used cars are offered the 
buyer who wants to “trade-up” in 
a wider selection this winter than 
usual, 

Unprecedented winter sales of 
new cars following the fall shows 
in November have brought in a 
supply of late models, providing the 
winter buyer with unusual values 
in the better grade cars, according 
to M. N. Johnson, manager in St. 
Louis for the Ford Motor Co.

World Sales of 1,311,927 Units 
in the Year. 
“More motorists bought Ford V-8 
in 1935 than any other car. This 
information is according to official 


figures published in the Automo- 


tive Daily News, daily publication 
of the automobile industry,” M. N. 
Johnson, in St. Louis for the Ford 
Motor Co., said yesterday. “Sales of 
Ford V-8 units in the United States 
totaled 1,065,002, as compared with 
677,179 units in 1934, a gain of more 
than 57.2 per cent. 

“Ford V-8 sales in the United 
States were approximately 31.1 per 
cent of sales by the entire motor 
car industry, giving Ford a wide 
lead for the year. Correspondingly, 
the world record of Ford V-8 unit 
gales showed a large increase. In 
1925 Ford world sales totaled 1,311,- 
927 units, a gain of 51.6 per cent, 
or 446,826 units, over 1934's produc- 
tion number, 865,101. 

“In Canada, sales in 1935 almost 
doubled, jumping from 19,222 in 1934 
to 31,620 last year. In the rest of 
the world, from the great cities of 
South America and Europe to the 
farthest frontiers, Ford sales soared 
from 168,700 in 1934 to 215,305 in 
1935. . 

“From these figures it is evident 
that the popularity of the Ford 
V-8 is world-wide. The domestic 
Ford sales totals reveal, however, 
that the American people were 
largely responsible for Henry Ford's 
first million-year since 1930. The 
sales of passenger cars rose from 
538,710 to 861,645, of commercial cars 
from 55,000 to 90,099, and of trucks 
from 83,379 to 113,258. 

“Ford V-8 total passenger car sales 
in 1935 exceeded by more than 200,- 
000 the sum of the total sales of 
seven cars in the first 10, as com- 
puted from listings in the Automo- 
tive Daily News. 

“First month reports for 1936 
show that the Ford V-8 improved in 
n.any ways, but substantially the 
game car as in 1935—is setting a 
sales pace which outstrips that of 
the corresponding period of last 
year. It is expected that the pres- 
ent year, with a production schedule 
calling for 100,000 cars a month, will 
surpass 1935.”

Indications Subcommittee 
Will Modify Undivided 
Corporate Surplus Levy 
Sought by Roosevelt. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, March 7.-—There 
were indications today that the 
House Ways and Means subcom- 
mittee would accept the modifica- 
tions President Roosevelt's recom- 
Mmendation of a graduated tax on 
undistributed corporation earnings. 
A corporate tax sufficient to pro- 
duce additional revenue of $620,- 
000,000 annually and a yield of $150,- 
000,000 from a proposed “windfall” 
tax on refunded and unpaid AAA 
processing levies would raise $770,- 
000,000 in a year-—-$22,000,000 short 
of the $792,000,000 requested by 
Roosevelt. 
Representative 


Vinson, (Dem.), 


Kentucky, a subcommittee member, 
said he would try to convince his 
colleagues that the additional revy- 
enue required to pay the bonus now 
instead of in 1945 would not ap- 
proach the $120,000,000 estimated by 
the President. 
His Estimate Is $29,000,000. 

Figures of the Budget Bureau 
and the Veterans’ Administration 
show, he said, that the bonus could 
be paid over 10 years by annual in- 
stallments of $189,000,000 drawing 
a 3 per cént compounded interest 
That is only $29,000,000 mere than 
the $160,000,000 which was included 
in the budget this year under the 
plan to amortize the bonus by 1945. 

Some subcommittee members said 
it might be possible to get along 
with only the corporation and 
“windfall” levies, leaving until next 
year the question of finding other 
sources of revenue. Their attitude 
reflected the general unwillingness 
of Congressional members to vote 
taxes in an election year. In his 
tax message Roosevelt also advocat- 
ed processing taxes. 

Th subcommittee will resume its 
discussion of tax legislation Mon- 
day. At least another week is ex- 
pected to pass before drafting of a 
tentative measure is undertaken. 

Speaker Byrns said he hoped the 
House would be able to act on the 
tax legislation early in April, dis- 
pose of appropriation bills, includ- 
ing one for relief, and adjourn by 
May 1. , 

As Democrats showed increasing 
signs of supporting the corporation

tax suggestion, House Republican 
Leader Snell of New York asserted 
that Republicans would wait to 
learn what kind of bill the commit- 
tee agrees on, before determining 
to what extent the party will make 
an issue of it. 


Representative Treadway (Rep.), 
Massachusetts, ranking mfnority 
Ways and Means committeeman 
said in a statement; 


“Such terms as ‘cushion re- 
serves,’ ‘windfall taxes, ‘floating 
accumulation taxes,’ and ‘equalizing 
processing taxes’ carry no real 
meaning in tax parlance.

NEW YORK, March 17.—Cross- 


currents, inspired by a revival of 
European war fears, swept through 
today’s stock market. 

As German troops marched into 
the Rhineland, and the French can- 
celed all army leaves, recent equity 
leaders dipped fractions to around 
two points. At the same time cop- 
per and aviation issues, which 
stand to benefit by foreign military 
orders, enjoyed a near-boom that 
sent many of them to new high 
levels for the past several years. 

Selling in the list, as a whole, 
however, far outdistanced buying 
demand and the Associated Press 
average of 60 stocks closed 6 of a 
point lower at 62.9. 

The activity of both the gainers 
and losers was pronounced at 
times and the ticker tape occasion- 
ally fell behind floor trasactions. 
Transfers totaled 1,472,000 shares as 
compared with 880,760 last Satur- 
day. 

Stocks were weakest in the first 
hour. Some support was accorded 
the majority near the finish. Many 
issues shaded their declines to small 
amounts. 

Brokers were inclined to believe 
that the relapses that occurred 
were due as much to technical fac- 
tors as to nervousness over the 
possible outbreak of hostilities on 
the continent. 

It was pointed out that prominent 
stocks have, for many weeks, been 
establishing new five-year tops 
without meeting any material reac- 
tion, 

Some Foreign Selling. .- 

Some selling was reported from 
foreign sources, but this was not 
expected to attain serious propor- 
tions in view of the fact that Euro- 
pean speculators and investors may 
realize that the United States will 
be a safer place for their funds 
if an upHeaval occurs abroad. 

Bonds were disposed to trail 
stocks at a slower pace. Even U. 8. 
Government securities backed up 
slightly following their recent firm- 
ness. French obligations, along 
with other foreign listed loans, were 
no worse than easy. 

On the other hand currencies of 
the gold standard countries took 
notice of disturbed European politi- 
cal conditions by turning down- 
ward.

Stock Top Best Since 1931. 

The share market during the 
week drove forward to the highest 
average levels since August, 1931. 
It was fueled by the belief in Wall 
street that the President's new tax 
proposals mean sharp boosts in 
dividends and also by the piling up 
of reports of increased earnings. 

Buying was heaviest in the indus- 
trials, some of which boomed to 
the best prices in five years or so. 
Rails tended to lag owing to unset- 
tlement caused in part by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission's or- 
der for passenger fare slashes. 

The bond market, bolstered by 
continued surplus reservoirs of cap- 
ital, was generally higher. Low- 
yield loans advanced to the highest 
point for many years.

AMBLING is a major part of 

Florida’s business. It ac 
counts for not a little of its in- 
come. The slot machines, at 
least in West Palm Beach, are 
legal. They pay tribute to the 
State. 

Horse and dog mutuels, and 
there are many of the last-men- 
tioned variety all over Florida, 
contribute more than any other 
form of speculation to the State 
income. 

However, there is gambling 
from which the State treasury 
gets nothing and.which is sup- 
posedly without the pale of the 
statutes. ’ 

Across the lake, in Palm Beach, 
Edward Riley Bradley, famous 
breeder of Derby winners, and 
now owner of many famous rac- 
ers, operates the Ocean Club, a 
de luxe gambling establishment 
to which an introduction is neces- 
sary and patronized only by those 
able to lose. 

The club is outside of the law, 
but is never molested. It is said 
that it is impossible to close the 
Bradley place because the au- 
thorities consider that the wealthy 
visitors to Palm:Beach want it,, 
and it, therefore, is an attrac- 
tion that helps bring tourists to 
the community. 

Bradley, .they say, also con- 
tributes to many charities and 
lends private aid to the needy. In 
Miami the annual end of the sea- 
son crusade against gambling 
houses is causing big newspaper 
headlines. The establishments 
have flourished all through the 
season. Now that the industrial 
captains and kings are departing, 
the officials are bearing down 
with more or less seriousness. 

But up here the Ocean Club 
goes on and on, serenely uncon- 
scious of disturbance elsewhere 
in the State.

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REPORT FIXES NO CAUSE 
FOR CRASH FATAL 10 1/ 


Commerce - Department Lists 
‘Malicious Interference’ as 
One of Possibilities. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 7-—The 
Commerce Department suggested 
today that someone “incapacitated 
the pilot” or “maliciously interfered 
with the controls” of the American 
Air Line plane that took its crew 
of three and 14 passengers to their 
death near Goodwin, Ark., eight 
weeks ago. The formal report add- 
ed these suppositions were “not 
substantiated by any of the avail- 
able evidence.” 

At the same time, the depart- 
ment, ended its study of numerous 
leads, some so sensational, but un- 
provable, that they could not be 
published, with the statement that: 

“Although flying at a low altitude 
may have contributed to the cause 
of this accident, the probable cause 
or causes thereof can not be de- 
termined.” 

One of Several res. 

The matter of interference with 
the pilot was simply one of several 
conjectured alternatives. Since ev-

there were no close witnesses to the 
actual crash, officials said no posi-

tive evidence was obtainable. 

There was “complete absence of 
indication” of structural failure of 
controls. There were slight instru- 
ment errors, but these “are not be- 
lieved to have any bearing on the 
accident.” 

The department said probably 
one of the three following occur- 
ences, or something similar, caused 
a change in the low flying path of 
the plane just before the crash: 

Possibly a passenger was being 
shown the pilot’s compartment, and 
in some way the pilot’s vision was 
restricted; or the plane dropped 
suddenly into the trees when a full 
gasoline tank was switched on from 
an empty one; or the co-pilot per- 
haps, alone at the controls, “having 
less experience than the pilot may 
have become momentarily confused 
due to some minor difficulty.” 


Questien of Altitude. 

The report added, however, that 
while th eevidence “does not sup- 
port a statement as to the exact 
nature of this occurrence,” it point- 
ed to the conclusion that this could 
have been “easily and safely cor- 
rected had the plane been flying 
at sufficient altitude.” 

For the last 13 miles of the flight, . 
it was established that the plane 


was flying lower than previously, 
but “the evidence is not sufficient- 
ly reliable” to determine whether it 
was under the 500-foot minimum re- 
quirement of the air regulations.

WAGNER AGT UPHELD 
IN NEW YORK SUITS 


Federal District Judge Denies 
Injunctions Sought by 
Three Companies. 


By the Associated Press. 
OCHESTER, N. Y., March 7.— 


Constitutionality of the National 
Labor Relations Act was upheld to- 
day by Federal District Judge Har- 
lan W. Rippey. 


The court dismissed three suits 
filed in the Western District of New 
York, attacking the acf’s validity, 
and denied motions for injunctions 
to restrain the Third Regional La- 
bor Relations Board from  con- 
ducting hearings on complaints of 
employes. Plaintiffs were the Pre- 
cision Castings Co. of Fayetteville 
and E. I. du Pont de Nemours & 
Co, and the du Pont Rayon Co. of 
Tonawanda. 

Federal Judge John Knight had 
issued temporary restraining orders 
and Judge Rippey’s decision was a 
denial of motions for temporary in- 
junctions. The decision was the 
third on the constitutionality of the 
Wagner act, whose author is Sena- 
tor Robert F. Wagner of New York. 
Federal District Judge John Mar- 
tin of Tennessee has ruled the law 
constitutional and Federal District 
Judge Mergill E. Otis of Missouri 
has held it unconstitutional. 

Judge Rippey’s Ruling. 

The New York suits contended 
the act was “wholly unconstitu- 
tional and void.” Judge Rippey, in 
a 29-page opinion declared the 
plaintiff had not proved this and 
he held the act was within the 
power of Congress under the com- 
merce clause of the Constitution. 

“The right of labor to deal on an 
equal footing with its employer has 
long been recognized in the courts,” 
he said. “Congress, in the Rail- 
way Labor Act of 1926 recognized 
that right, and it has been held 
that recognition and _ enforce- 
ment of that rifght is within 
the legislative power. .. . Effective 
means for enforcing that right oth- 
erwise in interstate commerce has 
been lacking. The National Labor 
Relations Act furnished the neces- 
Sary recognitiion generally and the 
means of enforcement. To the de- 
clared policy there is nothing ob- 
jectionable in a _ constitutional 
sense.” 

The céurt did not pass on sep- 
arate sections of the act, but held 
there was a presumption of consti- 
tutionality in the absence of proof 
that the act as a whole was uncon- 
stitutional. 

No, Damages Shown. 

“The act insofar as it sets up 
administrative machinery,” Judge 
Rippey said, “is substantially the 
Same as the Federal Trade Com- 
mission. ».......The administrative 
procedure by the board .. . is of 
a familiar pattern and has been 
employed by Congress in connec- 
tion with the investigation and 
determination of facts. ... 

“The administrative provisions 
of the act, when elsewhere used 
by Congress, have withstood fre- 
quent attacks on the question fof 
constitutionality.” 

In the Precision Castings case, 
he said the company’s complaint 
alleged only possible damages if 
the Labor Board were permitted 
to act. He observed there was no 
occasion for relief in equity until 
recourse to the board had been 
exhausted. He declared the act 
was limited to operations in or 
affecting interstate commerce and 
did not interfere with the normal 
right of the company to “select 
or discharge its employes or im- 
pair the voluntary character of 
the employment contract.” 

“The law is a progressive science 
and it is the traditional policy of 
the people and the courts to adapt 
the law to the economic and social 
needs of the times,” the opinion 
said. 


Origin of Suits. 


The three cases had their incep- 
tion when the Regional Labor 
Board scheduled hearings in Buf- 
falo last January on complaints by 
employes of the three companies of 
unfair labor practices. 

In the Precision Castings case the 
Iron Molders’ Union, local 80, 
charged that 24 members had been 
discharged because of union affilia- 
tion, that the company had violated 
section 7 of the act by “urging, per- 
suading and warning” employes not 
to join or remain members of the 
union, and that the company had 
refused to engage in collective bar- 
gaining. 

The du Pont cases were based on 

complants of the United Textile 
Workers, local 2055, charging the 
companies had circularized em- 
ployes through pay envelopes, seek- 
ing to discourage union affiliation 
and had refused to permit an elec- 
tion of employe representatives for 
collective bargaining.

WASHINGTON, March 7.—Pro- 
posals are reported to have been 
made to the Reconstruction  Fi- 
nance Corporation to engage its 
mortgage unit in financing Federal 
Housing Administration insured 
loans for itarge-scale housing.

FOR HOMES REPORTED 


Estimate for January Over 
Year Ago by Building 
and Loan League. 


By the Associated Press. 
CHICAGO, March 7.—An increase 


of 76 per cent in home Iending of 
savings, building and loan associa- 
tions and co-operative banks during 
the first month of 1936 as compared 
with January, 1935, was reported 
today by Morton Bodfish, execu- 
tive vice-president of the United 
States Building and Loan League. 

Following a seasonal trend, the 
January lending showed a decrease 
of 28 per cent from the unusually 
high December loan volume, he 
pointed out, but a year ago Jan- 
uary loans fell off 33 per cent from 
the previous month. 

The league said the total January 
1936 volume of lending for the na- 
tion was about $58,000,000, estimated 
on the basis of full reports on new 
loans made by associations with a 
third of all the building and loan 
resources. About 29,000 families 
borrowed this money to finance 
their homes. 

Bodfish said an encouraging fea- 
ture of January activity was the 
sustained volume of new loans to 
finance home purchases. Loans for | 
this purpose were 20 per cent of 
the December disbursements by the 
savings and loan institutions, and 
22 per cent of the January new 
business. 

He estimated building and loan 
association lending for new home 
construction in January provided 
the means for 3900 families to go 
ahead with these job»making ac- 
tivities. This compared with’ the 
United States Department of Labor 
report that 6789 families would be 
provided for by total residential 
permits issued in January in 780 
principal cities. 

The number and percentage of* 
total volume of home loans granted 
for five purposes in January was: 
Home construction, 3906, and 19.7 
per cent; repairs and moderniza- 
tion of residences, 3729 and 5.7 
per cent; refinancing of mortgages 
formerly held elsewhere, 7769 and 
33.4 per cent; home purchases, 5524 
and 21.9 per cent; miscellaneous 
7917 and 19.3 per cent.

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A Small 


Modified Spanish Well 


Suited to This House 
Which Is Not Too 
Small to Be Practical. 


HE home builder who plans a 
small house to fit his family pre 
sents a problem that is by no 
means simple. The house becomes 
either too small for practical living 
purposes or it is expanded to the 
point where it is no longer a small 


house. 

The one story structure that we 
know as a bungalow and which 
architects have found especially 
suitable to small families, comes 
originally from California. The 
California bungalow was a tam- 
bling structure with porche: ind 
not too many openings to keep out 
the bright light and heat. In re- 
cent years modified Spanish archi- 
tecture has been imposed on the 
one story house and the improve- 
ment has certainly been on the 
side of beauty. 

These colorful small houses are 
excellent for small families. While 
white stucco walls and gaily tiled 
roof call for a setting of palm 
trees, dark citrus and eucalyptus 
trees of California there is enough 
color in the Missouri landscape to 
furnish an appropriate setting for 
a modified Spanish house. 

The house shown here was plan- 
ned for Mr. and Mrs. Nathan Ro- 
senthal and was built on Price 
road in St. Louis County. Mrs. Ro- 
genthal who has spent much time 
in California where the modified 
Spanish type of architecture is well 
known stipulated this type of archi- 
tecture for the house. The build- 
ing lot was one of irregular con- 
tour, a hillside more or less, and 


this made possible a distinct inno~“ 


vation in the plans. The servants’ 
quarters and garage were planned 
for this first story at the back and 
these rooms get their full quota of 
light and sunshine on this level.

T wna modified, is carried out 

throughout the house from its 
stucco exterior, wide terrace with 
wrought iron railing and potted 
plants to its almost severely plain 
interoir wall surfaces. The rooms 
have been well planned so that 
they are neither too small or too 
large! : 

The approach to the entrance 1s 
very unusual. A flight of steps 
leads to a wide terrace at the main 
floor level. Here the central hall 
leads to the living room and bed- 
‘rooms. A secondary hall leads to 
the kitchen and stairs for the ser- 
vants’ quarters and garage. 

The living room is spacious with- 
out being over large. It. has been 
dropped two steps below the main 
floor level. Here an iron railing 
with handrail marks the division 
between the living room and the 
hall.. A stone fireplace with hearth 
built out into the room and hooded 
Spanish fireplace is directly oppo- 
site. The room is lighted by win- 
dows on either side of the fireplace. 
Here a door leads to a covered 
porch and a flight of stone steps.

The dining room is on the main 
floor level and is reached from the 
living room by two wide steps. The 
kitchen, which connects directly

and stained a tobacco brown to give 
them the appearance of age. Mould- 
ings and panels are stiped dull ma- 
roon and gray green. The floor is 
covered with a marbleized linoleum 
in harmonizing color, 

There are two bedrooms on the 
main floor level, each with com- 
plete bath. The master bedroom 
has a dressing room with built-in 
cabinets and bath with separate 
shower stall. Colorful Spanish tiles 
form a decorative motif in the 


bathrooms. Both bedrooms have 
two exposures insuring thorough 
ventilation. 


This house, to comply with the 
owner's requirements, is practical- 
ly fireproof. Complete fireproofing 
is insured by the installation of 
concrete floors over which wood or 
composition floors might be laid. 
Architects Study and Farrar sug- 
gested hollow tile or brick painted 
white for construction. They

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ditioning heating system. The 
house contains something like 43,- 
000 cubic feet and the cost was 
estimated at 35 cents per cubic 
foot. 

Spanish furnishings naturally sug- 
gest themselves in a house of this 
type. The severity of the wails 
makes an excellent foil for more 
ornate pieces in the living room. 
For the bedroom, still in keeping 
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with the Spanish note, a gaily paint- 
ed Spanish chest and bed with tall 
painted headboard. 

The wide terrace offers innum- 
erable possibilities for ornamental 
shrubs and potted plants and flow- 
ers and Mr. and Mrs. Rosenthal 
have taken advantage of it. Pome- 
granate and oleanders, very com- 
mon in the Southwest and West, 


have been used on the terrace to- 


gether with potted plants. 

From the dining room windows 
one looks out on a formal garden 
which has been planned carefully 
enough to include a kitchen vegeta- 
ble and herb garden. The latter, 
while it does not interfere with the 
flowers is a most important part 
of well-regulated households and a 
great many home owners’ might 
benefit from this suggestion. 


Stairway Is Important 


and Requires Attention 
The stairway, which is one of 
the important parts of the house, 
requires certain and very definite 
attention. The stair builder is a 


specialist who is part carpenter, 
joiner and engineer. 

A stairway can be a fine piece 
of architecture and then again it 
may be something that should be 
hidden back of doors. Not only is 
it the means for getting from one 
floor to another, it must be placed 
properly in the house and provide 
a most comfortable ascent and de- 
scent, 


We hear much of “rise.” “run” 
and “pitch” regarding stairs, and 
the terms tread and risers. The 


“rise” of the stairway is the total 
height from the top of the lower 


floor to the top of the upper floor. 


The “run” is the length of floor 
Space occupied by construction and 
the “pitch” is the angle at which 
the stair runs. 

Risers and treads pertain direct- 
ly to the stair, the tread being the 
portion on which you set foot and 
the riser being the portion that 
touches your toe as you go up. The 
general rule for height of risers 
and width of treads is that the 
tread should not measure less than 


nine inches in width. The rised 

Should not be more than eight 

inches high.

HERE are a few homes in

elaborate liveries with knee-length 
breeches and impassive visages as 
they ushered in the guests. A new 
official and his wife came to the 
door one night for dinner. At the 
sight of the liveried men, Mrs. New 
Official gasped, “Oh, it is a cos- 
tume party!” Despite her husband’s 
protests she would not enter and 
forced her husband to return home, 
where she donned a fancy dress 
costume and slapped a powdered 
wig on her’ husband's reluctant 
head.

“Mr. Hoover, fresh from his re- 
lief work in Belgium, was prac- 
tically a hero, and President Wilson 
needed one to serve as food admin- 
istrator. Our great hobby then was 
to get behind the slogan of the diet 
dictator, which was ‘Food Will Win 
he War.’ So I gave a dinner for 
about 60 people, in Mr. Hoover's 
honor, I used our finest plate, but 
there were only three simple 
courses. It was practically no meal 
at all. We had finished this skimpy

arm, when we met Sarto and the 
butler. The butler was feeding the 
dog about five pounds of raw beef.

at the White House Helen Taft 
was a veritable Cinderella and left 
any entertainment she attended 
promptly at midnight. But one mid- 
night arrived when the Taft young- 
er people were having such a very 
good time at the White House that 
the old clock, which still stands at 
the end of the state corridor, irked 
them. Robert Taft gravely drew 
one of the red plush-covered White 
House benches up to the clock, 
opened the door and turned the 
hands back an hour and thus put 
off the fateful hour of midnight.

Mrs. Roosevelt believes that wom- 
en have a special contribution to 
make to civic and political life. An- 
other reason for trying the experi- 
ment was her conviction that since 
much would be written about the 
White House family it might as 
well be written with a background 
of personal contacts. 

One o f the interesting parties in- 
troduced by Mrs. Roosevelt is that 
in honor of the “Widows of the 
Gridiron,” which she has held on 
the evenings of the Gridiron 
dinners. The first year all the 
guests wore costumes and all the 
skits were presented during the 
early part of the evening. Last 
autumn costumes were optional ex- 
cept for those taking part in the 
skits. Mrs. Roosevelt and her 
daughter, Mrs. John Boettiger, have 
taken part in at least one or more 
skits each year. 

The President and Mrs. Roosevelt 
also have entertained at a dance 
each spring in honor of newspaper 
men and women. 

One of the customs that Mrs. 
Roosevelt has revived is the serving 
of refreshments at State receptions, 
a custom which was discontinued 
after the Wilson administration.

TOOTH DESENSITIZER 
RESULTS IN ST. LOUIS 


Anesthesia in About One- 
Fourth of Cases—Varying 
Degrees of Effectiveness. 


Only slightly more than one- 
fourth of the patients treated here 
with Dr: Leroy L. Hartman’s tooth 
desensitizer reported they exper- 
ienced no pain when the _ dentist 
drilled, according to the first com- 
plete report of the St. Louis Den- 
tal Society’s investigating commit- 
tee, made public yesterday. 

Use of the desensitizer was partly 
successful in 32 per cent of the 
cases and wholly unsuccessful in 
41 per cent of the cases. Reports 
were based on treatment of 472 
patients. 

Some dentists reported complete 
failure in all cases while others re- 
ported success with 65 per cent of 
their patients. It was found that 
the preparation was most success- 
ful when used on children and 


women. The investigators also 
learned that success was more 
likely if the patient’s tooth had 


never been worked on before. 

One dentist reported that in deep- 
seated cavities the desensitizer does 
not give complete anesthesia. An-

Who’s Who 
on Hu Shih 


FTER passing the government 
examination for scholarship, 
Dr. Hu Shih came to the 
United States in 1910 and en- 
rolled at Cornell University as a 
freshman in the College of Agri- 
culture. He soon transferred to the 
College of Arts and Science and de- 
voted himself to English literature, 
philosophy and political science. He 
won high honors. 

He then entered Columbia Uni- 
versity, in 1915, as a graduate stu- 
dent. He won his doctor’s dzgrze 
after two years with a dissertation 
on “The Development of Logical 
Method in Ancient China.” 

Returning to China he became 
professor of philosophy in 1917 at 
Peking National University. He was 
the first Chinese poet to devote 
himself to poetry written exclusively 
in the spoken language, fathering 
the school of vulgate Chinese poets. 

When the- British Govern- 
ment invited him to serve on the 
Advisory Committee on the British 
China Indemnity he went to 
England in 1926. 

After revisiting the United 
States, he returned to Shanghai, 
where he served during 1928-30 as 
president of the China National in 
stitute at Woosung. Under the title, 
“Essays on the Rights of Man,” he 
published a series of articles crit- 
icising the dogmas and policies of 
the Kuomintang. These articles 
drew upon him attacks from govern- 
mental and partisan quarters.

I believe you must agree with 
me that for the past four years 
the Chinese Government and peo- 
ple, with all their patience and 
submission, have gone far enough 
in prostrating themselves before 
your unreasonable demands—de- 
mands backed by force. This they 
have done only because they rec- 
ognize the superiority of your 
army and navy and have tried to 
avoid every possibility of armed 
conflict, so that under this forced 
submission they might be given a 
chance to rebuild their badly 
shattered nation.

UACKS are always friendly and ingratiat- 
() fellows, and not infrequently their 

antics are very amusing. The Hon. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, LL.D., is typical of 
the species. There has -never been a more 
amiable President, not even excepting the 
Martyr Harding, and there never has been a 
better showman, not even excepting Koose- 
velt I. He likes to have confident, merry 
people about him, and to turn the light of a 
Christian Science smile upon the snares and 
ambuscades of his job. So characteristic is 
this smile that when, after the Dred Schech- 
ter decision last May, he appeared at a press 
conference, with a Mussolini frown, the 
Washington correspondents were so upset that 
they rushed out to spread the report that he 
had gone mashuggah. 

But quackery, of course, also has its so- 
ber side, and the principles thereof may be 
traced back to the childhood of the human 
race. First, scare your patient into believing 
that the pain in the tummy is the beginning 
of cancer, and then sell him something to 
warm him while the vis medicatrix naturae 
does its immemorial work. If it be God’s 
will that he should die, then no one will 
complain save his orphans and creditors; if 
it be God’s will that he should get well, then 
he will sign a testimonial that you cured 
him. Here, obviously, we have the basic 
metaphysic of the New Deal. It began with 
a din of alarming blather about the collapse 
of capitalism, the ruin of the Republic, and 
the imminence of revolution, and it is end- 


ing with claims that the failure of these cai-/ 


astrophes to come off has been due to the 
medicaments of Dr. Roosevelt and his Brain 
Trust. In neither half of this imposture is 
there any truth-whatsover. The disease, in 
fact, was not a tenth as bad as the patient 
was induced to believe, and the medicines 
administered to him were almost whoily 
fraudulent and ineffective. If he now stag- 
gers toward recovery, it is not because of 
them, but in spite of them. The money he 
laid out for them was all wasted, and the 
most he can show for taking them is én 
empty pockets and a demolished stomach. 


Quacks, of course, enjoy very little prac- 
tice in contented families. There has to be 
some failure of function in the regular prac- 
titioner before they get their chance. In the 
instant case that failure was large and wide. 
The unfortunate Hoover went into the White 
House with the reputation of a profound 
philosopher; he left it with the reputation 
of a wrecked engineer. Both estimates of 
him were considerably exaggerated, and it 
may be that the second was more exaggerated 
than the first. He did set up the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation, the only agency of 
relief and reform that has ever shown any 
sign of working. It may be that if he had’ 
been re-elected he would have thought of 
some other ones, and among them some good 
ones. But the speculation is vain, for his 
chance never came. The country was too 
scared to retain him any longer. What it 
yenned and yowled for was the massive re- 
assurance of quackery, and that is what it 
got. As Hoover went out the More Abun- 
dant Life came in. 

There is some reason for believing that Dr. 
Roosevelt, at the time of his nomination, had 
a leaning toward what may be called ethical 
practice. He had done plenty of quacking 
to get that nomination, but now that he had 
it, he talked in highly orthodox terms. ‘The' 
budget would have to be balanced. ‘There 
would have to be a cleaning out of useless 
jobholders—by moral suasion, if possible, but 
if not, then with lengths of hose filled with 
BB shot. Above all, the dollar would have to 
be protected, that Uncle Sam might go shav- 
ing in the morning without blushing at his 
own face. 

Was ail this mere campaign hooey, hol- 
low buncombe, transparent hypocrisy’ 
I think not. It would have been easy to fool 
the newspapers and the general run of Amer- 
feanos, for they were in a believing mood 
and ready to swallow anything, but how

HITLER’S BOMBSHELL. 
In a swift and decisive stroke, Hitler has delivered 


Europe. It is a blow that destroys virtually the last 
remaining military restrictions of the Versailles 
Treaty, that removes Germany from co-operation in 
the Locarno peace pacts and sends Reich troops into 
ithe Rhineland, whose demilitarization had been 
pledged. 

These actions, on their face, constitute a grave 


bring definitely nearer the next great war. This 
need not be the result, however, if Hitler’s con- 
ciliatory overtures are sincere, and if the other 
Powers accept them as an opportunity to repair the 
mistakes that have endangered European peace for 
17 years. 

When troops marched into the Rhineland yester- 
day, Germany committed “a hostile act against the 
Powers” signatory to the Versailles Treaty, accord- 
ing to the provisions of that pact. France is en- 
titled by the treaties to take counter-measures as a 
defense action and to call for the aid of other Powers 
or, under the Locarno Treaty, to submit the matter 
to the League Council for inquiry. France, while 
conferring with envoys of other Powers and manning 
her forts, has decided to refer the situation to the 
Council. For one thing, France at the moment is 
beset by internal troubles—a fact which Hitler 
doubtless took into consideration in timing his 
action. 

Why was the Rhineland demilitarized? The ac- 
tion was one of the Versailles compromises. Clemen- 
ceau, speaking for France, fought hard to annex the 
whole part of Germany west of the Rhine. Wilson 
and Lloyd-George finally induced him to withdraw 
the claim in favor of a provision by which Germany 
was forbidden to fortify or send troops into the 
whole region west of the Rhine and a strip 30 miles 
wide on the east bank. This has been a sore point 
with the Germans, who saw France fortifying its 
side of the Rhine, while they were forbidden to do so. 
It was one of the treaty injustices which Hitler used 
to rally\the people to his standard, and its removal 
has been one of his objectives. So now he asks—and 
logically, if Germany is to be treated as an equal— 
why not demilitarized zones on both sides of the 
border? 

Hitler’s own words may be cited to show that the 
present action is a danger to European peace. Last 
May 21, in his address on foreign policy, he said: 
“The German Government views its respect for the 
demilitarized Rhineland zone as a contribution to 
European pacification.” Ergo, when that respect 
ceases, a contribution is made to European turmoil. 
Hitler’s reply to this point, in his address yesterday, 
is that because of France’s action in signing a mu- 
tual assistance pact with Russia, “the Rhine pact of 
Locarno lost its inner meaning and pmctically 
ceased to exist.” 

As Hitler says, “It is not denied that the Franco- 
Soviet pact is exclusively directed against Germany.” 
This is so because of the alarm over German re- 
armament. The other Powers know full well that 
Hitler is not drilling his new army for parade pur- 
poses. They do not care to sit idly by while a 
German regime of avowed militaristic philosophy 
bends all its people’s energies to rearming and pre- 
paring for war. 

All this German activity, too, stems directly from 
the Versailles Treaty. The attempt to keep an’ ener- 
getic and proud people like the Germans disarmed 
by force, while the other nations forgot their pledges 
and increased their military establishments, inevit- 
ably sowed the seed of future strife. Europe today 
is paying the price of attempting to enforce that 
injustice. The rise of the ruthless Nazi tyranny 
is due largely to Hitler’s genius in making “the 
Versailles ball and chain” an effective rallying cry. 
Even before Hitler, the treaty structure was giving 
way. Foreign military contro] of Germany had been 
abolished in the days of the Republic. The Rhine- 
land was evacuated ahead of schedule in Strese- 
mann’s time. Reparations dwindled and at length 
passed out, the Allies accepted Germany’s theoretical 
right to rearm, all before Hitler came to power. He 
has continued the work by. rearming without a by- 
your-leave, by building airplanes and submarines, by 
reintroducing conscription, by winning a favorable 
naval treaty with Britain and now by sending his 
troops into the Rhineland. Left standing in the de- 
bris are little more than the boundary and colonial 
changes imposed by the treaty. Revising some of 
these are among Hitler’s further objectives. 

The German problem again menaces Europe. Can 
it be met by the other Powers’ outbuilding Germany 
in armaments and making military alliances? Can it 
be met by collective action such as sanctions through 
the League? Or would it not be wiser to attempt meet- 
ing it by honest recognition of the defeated Powers’ 
legitimate claims, through revision of treaties, 
through mutual armament limitation? 

Hitler's statement leaves the door open for dis- 
cussion of adjustment along the latter lines, and for 
the return of Germany to the League under a new 
security system. His proposals should be thoroughly 
explored. Nazi excesses have beclouded the issue, 
but it is the injustice done the German people by 
the treaty that helped bring the Nazis to power. A 
“ring of iron” could keep Germany down, but at a 
terrific cost and with enormous danger. If there 
was ever a time for a new deal in Europe, it is now, 
and Hitler by his brusque action has brought the 
facts emphatically to attention. 

The next move is up to the other Powers. 
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George Bernard Shaw has finally got around to an 
inferiority complex, but it took him almost 80 years 
to do it. 


WHY HE AVOIDED PAIN. 
Our anti-vivisectionist friends who charge the late 
Dr. Ivan Pavlov with having lived a life of almost 
continuous cruelty to animals do that great man of 
physiological science a grave injustice. A standing 
rule in his laboratories was that pain should be elim- 
inated whenever possible and always reduced to the 
minimum. No experiment was undertaken until 
careful plans had been made to employ anesthesia 
and humane methods if the research involved sur- 
gery. This is borne out by the fect that one of his 
most famous subjects, the dog Zazula, was treated 
with such consideration that she lived for more than 
13 years, during which she was being used almost 
continuously in experimentation. As it happens, his 
most famous animal experiment—the dog-steak-bell 
test—did not call for so much as a drop of blood. 
Noticing that when a dog saw a piece of steak at 
feeding time, the saliva ran in its mouth, Dr. Pavlov 
“conditioned” the dog by: ringing a bell as the steak

Russian found that he could cause the dog's mouth 
to water simply by ringing the bell. Had Dr. Pavlov 
not been a humanitarian by nature, he would have 
striven nonetheless to avoid pain in animal experi- 
mentation. For he was scientist enough to know 
that pain affects brain and stomach and so affects 
the value of research. , 
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GO AFTER THE GRABBERS. 
The fee-grabbing from the impounded fire insur- 
ance moneys is a brazen classic. The facts, as told in 
the news columns of the Post-Dispatch, morally in- 
dict, morally prosecute it, morally convict it and 
morally sentence the grab and the grabbers. 

Men have been paid fabulous sums for no known 
service. 

Take the case of the Cole County Circuit Clerk, 
Guy M. Sone. He has been drawing $500 a month 
since January, 1933, as custodian of a fund of 
$1,750,000, by appointment of Judge Sevier. He has 
been paid $11,500, and on Tuesday he was awarded 
an additional $7000, and his $500 monthly allowance 
continued. 

A Jefferson City attorney, Speed Mosby, has been 
receiving $1000 a month since February, 1933, as 
counsel for Custodian Sone, by appointment of Judge 
Sevier. On Tuesday, in Judge Sevier’s court, Mosby 
was granted $15,000, in addition to the $21,000 al- 
ready paid him, and his $1000-a-month allowance 
continued. 

What has Custodian Sone done to earn this sum 
of $18,500? What could he do? What could anyone 
do? What is there to be done? 

So with Mosby. What legal advice has he fur- 
nished for the $36,000 paid him? What legal advice 
could possibly be worth that much to his client? 

In another account of the impounded funds is 
$4,000,000 om deposit in the Jefferson City Trust Co. 
The president of that trust company is a brother 
of Lewis H. Cook, one of the referees to whom Judge 
Sevier made an allowance on Tuesday of $40,000. 
Previously Cook had received $8000. He also con- 
tinues on the payroll at $500 a month. What has 
he done? 

Those are some of the bare facts. related in 
the news. Attorney-Genefal McKittrick protested the 
action, but he was helpless in Judge Sevier’s court. 
He intends, if necessary, to take the case to the 
Supreme Court. He challenges Judge Sevier’s au- 
thority to appoint counsel for the referees or for the 


princely allowances made to Circuit Clerk Sone. “It 
is my opinion,” he is quoted, “that the statutes limit 
the amount which may be paid the referees to $10 
per day each.” 

The fire insurance companies, awakened, too, to 
the peril of the. situation, are seeking the law’s pro- 
tection. 

It is incredible that the squandering of any part of 
“this sacred fund,” as Mr. McKittrick correctly de- 
scribed it, shall be ratified, or permitted. Surely 
the processes of justice may be invoked somewhere 
to arrest the dissipation of this fund of which the 
State of Missouri is the trustee. 

But here is an offense against equity, propriety, 
common decency and common sense which challenges 
not only the courts but the Missouri State Bar 
as well, as the guardian of the legal profession’s 
ethics and repute. 
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PROGRESS ON PLAYGROUND CO-ORDINATION. 

A step in the right direction has been taken by the 
Instruction Committee of the Board of Education in 
recommending approval of the report of a civic com- 
mittee, which urged co-ordination of the school and 
municipal playground and recreation systems. It is 
to be hoped the board will accept the recommendation 
at its meeting Tuesday night and that the board and 
the city will take the. necessary steps to make the 
proposal effective. That the report carries authority. 
is shown by the fact that Superintendent of Instruc- 
tio. Gerling and Director of Public Welfare Darst, 
representing, respectively, the board and the city, 
signed it as members of the civic committee. Darst 
has announced that he is in general accord with 
it and will work out proposed legislation for the 
city’s part, upon approval by the board. Additional 
support has been given the recommendation by the 
Public School Playground Mothers’ Circle, the League 
of Women Voters, Genera] Council] on Civic Needs and 
other groups. The report asserted that its proposal 
would reduce the cost of the playgrounds and other 
recreational activities. Abandonment of the point- 
less competition between the two present systems ob- 
viously would be desirable. Once adopted, the rec- 
ommendation should be followed sincerely.

A Traveler Tells of Ethiopia’s Wealth 


Ethiopia is a rich prize well worth the huge risks and cost Italy assumes in under- 
taking its conquest, explorer says; it has gold, platinum, precious stones, oil and 
other “minerals, he adds, and fertile farm lands; plans already under way for 
development of country’s wealth; thinks it will be an Eldorado for colonization.

it was practically an unknown land. Yet 

it occupied the unique international 
role of having one foot in the heart of sav- 
age Africa and the other in the silk-hatted 
council at Geneva. 

Today everyone asks, “Why is Mussolini 
embarking On such a dangerous adventure? 
Why is he risking his own and Italy’s fu- 
ture on the mountain fastnesses of a land 


Wi we Ethiopia leaped into the headlines, 


, which nature has made aimost unconquer- 


able? Is Ethiopia a rich enough prize to 
justify the enormous cost in both money 
and men?” Many questions have been left 
unanswered by European and Ethiopian dis- 
patches. Though I do not profess to be 
an expert on international affairs, I do know 
the land of the King of Kings and its pos- 
sibilities. 

Except for the Danakil and Ogaden des- 
erts, which at present are not habitable by 
white men, Ethiopia will prove an Eldorado 
for Italian colonization. Its vast high pla- 
teau with a mild, temperate climate pos- 
sesses a vast area for the growth and pro- 
duction of cattle, cotton, coffee, fruit, grain, 
rice and other agricultural products. Italy 
is essentially an agricultural country. Her 
emigrant farmers will prosper and multiply 
in this African Tibet. 

+ s * 

But is the prize worth the tremendous 
risk which Mussolini faces today? In my 
opinion, the country has all the potential- 
ities of becoming Africa’s richest colony. 
Since ancient times, gold has been mined 
there in large quantities, even with most 
primitive methods. It i&§ also rich in plat- 
inum and precious stones. But the greatest 
lure for the invader is oil. Coal has also 
been found. In fact, the country may well 
prove to be the keystone of Italy’s future 
prosperity and international prestige. 

From the most authoritative sources, | 
have heard some of Italy’s plans for the de- 
velopment of the country.¢ In the North- 
west, in the districts of the Beni Shangul, 
the Wallaga and the Birbir, there are gold 
and platinum in abundance, which are now 
being developed in a limited capacity by 
modern machinery. With a iam at Lake 
Tana, the waters of the Blue Nile can be 
diverted inland to make Italy practically 
independent of foreign sources for both cot- 
ton and rice. Also, several important rivers 


which cross the country are admirably suit- 


ed for hydro-electric projects on a large 
scale, especially the Blue Nile. 

The story of Ethiopian oil is concealed be- 
hind the international fight for concessions 
which had been carried on ruthlessly long 
before the present conflict. It did not reach

the headlines, however, until Francis Rick- 
ett, the English oil promoter, brought off 
an eleventh-hour coup on the behalf of pow- 
erful American interests. It is well known 
that the most experienced engineers of the 
major Powers have been surveying Ethi- 
opia since after the World War. But the 
gushers which finally caused the Americar 
oil combine to open wide its purse are now 
definitely located in the Danakil desert, in 
the region of Ancobar. 

Last year, when I was at Assab, in South- 
ern Eritrea, I saw the gigantic canal proj- 
ect which Italian engineers are digging so 
as to flood the nearby portion of the Dana- 
kil which is below sea level. Oil tankers 
will be able to steam right up to the oil 
fields and avoid the enormous cost of trans- 
portation across the desert by other means. 
This canal is also designed to open up a 
great agricultural area through irrigation 
projects. Competent enginers with whom lI 
have discussed Ethiopian oil have told me 
that the fields will probably prove richer 


than those at Mosul or Iraq. 


Today, gold and platinum’ are being pro- 
duced largely in the Gojjam Province and 
south to the Baro River. The mining con- 
cessions are backed by British, French and 
German capital. The most important mines 
are owned by the Prasso Mining Co., in- 
corporated in France with 12,000,000 francs 
of British capital. 

Though small quantities of mining ma- 
chinery, brought in by slow-moving cara- 
vans, are at present in use, the platinum 
mines alone produced more than 400 pounds 
of the precious metal last year. Recently, 
however, a road 144 miles long has been con- 
structed in collaboration with the  Birbir 
Mines, Ltd., a British group, from the mines 
in the-interior to Gambella on the Sobat 
River, so that modern machinery can be 
brought in for large-scale operation of the 
800,000 cubic meters of ore which is imme- 
diately available. The modern mines are 
thus directly connected by river with the 
Nile, which since the days of the Pharaohs 
has been Africa’s “Broadway,” the Sobat 
being one of its many tributaries. 

The recent annual report of the Prasso 
group shows that in the last two years 
profits have mounted to nearly 6,000,000 
francs, in spite of an epidemic among the 
3000 native miners which held up produc- 
tion, and lack of mass-production machinery.

There is no doubt in my mind of Ethi- 
opia’s mineral riches. During my trans- 
Ethiopian expedition last year, 1 came sud- 
denly on the amazing sight of 5000 slaves 
panning gold along the Werka-Werka Riv- 
er with the most primitive equipment. | 
found that this gold rated about 16 ounces 
to the ton. Along a deep valley for nearly 
five miles, overseers stood with elephant- 
hide whips, driving the slaves who lagged. 

During this expedition, I located many 
old mine shafts in the regions now being 
developed. Making excavations, we dug up 
stone picks, axes and other implements. We 
also found well-preserved rock drawings 
bearing old Egyptian inscriptions. This evi- 
dence has been piling up for several years, 
and the belief is growing that Western Ethi- 
opia may prove to be the Biblical land of 
Ophir from which the Pharaohs, King Solo- |

GUFFEY ACT ATTACKED. 
DEFENDED IN BRIEFS 


Mine Operators 
Government Supports 
Before Supreme Court. 


Challenge, 
It 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, March 7.— The 
constitutionality of the Guffey coal 


act was challenged before the 
United States Supreme Court by 
66 mine operators and defended by 
the Federal Government and the 
State of Pennsylvania. 

In the Government's brief, So- 
licitor-General Stanley Reed assert- 
ed that unless the legislation in- 
tended to regulate the soft coal in- 
dustry through a “Little NRA” 
were upheld, “labor instability and 
unrest” and’ “recuyrent industrial 
warfare” were likely to continue. 

Pennsylvania, through its Attor- 
ney-General, Charles J. Magiotti, 
asserted that the act was “the only 
way out of a situation that is 
fraught with grave peril not only 
to the 23 States concerned, but to 
the whole nation as well.” 

The mine operators declared the 
law was “wholly void,” and “arbi- 
trary, unreasonable, and _  capri- 
cious.” Their brief was prepared 
by John W. Davis, 1924 Democratic 
presidential nominee, and 18 other 
lawyers. 

After the briefs had been pre- 
sented, the court held its usual Sat- 
urday afternoon conference to dis- 
pose of pending business prepara- 
tory to Monday's session when 
opinions will be given. The Jus- 
tices may announce their decision 
on the Government’s anti-trust suit 
against the sugar institute. 

For two hours on Tuesday the 
nine Justices will hear the argu- 
ments on constitutionality of the 
New Deal 1933 act to regulate the 
sale of stocks. 

On the next day seven hours of 
argument will begin on the Guffey 
act. Former Federal Judge Charles 
I. Dawson and Frederick H. Wood, 
New York attorney, who success- 
fully argued for the Government’s 
gold clause legislation and against 
NRA in the Supreme Court, will 
represent the mine owners. John 
Dickinson, Assistant Attorney-Gen- 
eral, will appear for the Govern- 
ment. ' 

In its brief today, the Govern- 
ment asserted “denial of the right 
to organize and bargain collectively 
is a direct cause of repeated 
strikes.” “If Federal power ex- 
tends to the strikes themselves, as 
has been held,” it added, “Congress 
certainly may deal with their in- 
citing cause.” 

The operators presented two con- 
tentions: 

“The act is wholly void for the 
reason that it is not confined in 
operation and effect to transactions 
in or directly affecting interstate 
commerce. The act, by its arbi- 
rary, unreasonabie and capricious 
terms, deprives producers of liberty 
and property without due process 
of law in violation of the fifth 
amendment.” 

The Guffey act was challenged 
by James Walter Carter, West Vir- 


ginia and Virginia operator, and 


by Kentucky concerns. 

In the Carter case, the District 
of Columbia Supreme Court held 
the act constitutional, but declared 
invalid sections regulating wages 
and hours. <

Mayor Dickmann’s administra- 


tion has begun preparations for re- 
organizing the Democratic City 
Committee, to place his adherents 
in charge, following the shift of 
control of the Board of Aldermen 
accomplished in the Mayor’s favor 
Friday. 

The realignment of the party 
committee will be taken up prob- 
ably at the next regular meeting, 
April 7. The Mayor’s lieutenants 
have been hopeful of polling votes 
of 31 of the 56 members, giving his 
faction a six-vote majority. 

The last definite show of 


strength was last June, when the 
committee made Recorder of Deeds 
John P. English, of the anti-Dick- 
mann group, its chairman, ousting 
Robert E. Hannégan, one of the 
Mayor’s aids. The vote then wag 
32 to 23, with one Dickmannite ab- 
sent, 
Seven Counted On. 

Thus, to obtain seven more votes, 
the Mayor’s faction would have to 
win over that many members. Some 
of these already have definitely en- 
tered the administration camp, 
while others were expected to be 
there when the test came. 

These seven were set down by 
Dickmann’s workers as _ follows: 
George Murphy, Fifteenth Ward; 
Dewey Godfrey, Seventeenth; 
Thomas H. Quinn and Mrs. Ann 
Jablonsky, Eighteenth; ‘William 
Cullinane, Nineteenth; City Mar- 
shal Lilburn G. May and Mrs. 
Catherine Roden, Twenty-seventh. 

Murphy, city marriage license 
clerk, is a deputy of Recorder En- 
glish, but nevertheless the admin- 
istration group thought he would 
be swung over. May has explained 
that he voted for English because 
of a personal political grievance 
against Hannegan, not out of dis- 
loyalty to the Mayor. 

As far as is known, no agree- 
ment has been reached on the pro- 
posed new chairman. Amcng those 
who have been mentioned as possi- 
bilities are Quinn, Constable at- 
tached to the court of Justice of 
the Peace Jimmy Miller, and Jo- 
seph J. Mestres, Seventh Ward, an 
“old-guard” member of the commit- 
tee and former chairman, now su- 
perintendent of excavations for the 
city. 

Chief Gain in Prestige. 

The chief practical benefit to the 
Mayor in gaining control of the 
committee would be the gain in po- 
litical prestige, which would 
strengthen his chance for renomi- 
nation next year. If a Democrat 
should be elected Governor in No- 
vember, this might enable Dick- 
mann to have a stronger voice in 
the selection of new _ police and 
election boards. In addition, of 
course, the more individual com- 
mittee members supporting the 
Mayor, the greater his political ma- 
chine. 

Mayor Dickmann has been non- 
committal on the situation. The 
coup in the Board of Aldermen Fri- 
day, resulting from plans laid at a 
caucus of his aldermanic followers 
Thursday, gave him a majority in 
the board for the first time in his 
three years in office. This majority 
was just one vote, the vote being 
15 to 14 to reorganize the board. 

Four Aldermen switched from 
the opposition to the Mayor’s side, 
but at the same t.:me one other left 
the Mayor and went over to the 
other group. 

Politicians have been speculating 
as to what effect, if any, the 
maneuvering in the Board of Al- 
dermen and Democratic City Com- 
mittee will have on the efforts of 
party leaders to end the friction 
between the two factions. They 
have not reached a conclusion.

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cation runs well ahead of the power 
of science to supply him with ra- 
tional remedies, and every text- 
book of practice winks at the ad- 
ministration of placebos, which are 
substances “given for the purpose 
of pleasing or humoring the patient, 
rather than for their therapeutic 
effect.” The common placebo is a 
bread pill; but I have known per- 
fectly reputable resurrection men to 
prescribe Wine of Cardui or Pe- 
runa. The same device also has its 
uses in statecraft. The plain peo- 
ple, when social and economic belly- 
aches of unusual severity seize 
them, sometimes fall into hysteria 
and panic, and get out of hand. 
There is, commonly, no cure for 
their distress save time, and they 
refuse to wait, so the wise states- 
man resorts to quackery, thus put- 
ting them at their ease until na- 
ure can do its work. Abraham 
Lincoln was not above this trick, 
and I see no reason why we should 
burn Dr. Roosevelt at the stake 
because in those first phrenetic 
days of his administration, he made 
use of it. 

It both worked and didn’t work. 
The bank holiday, when its assets 
and liabilities are counted up at last, 
will probably turn out to have paid 
expenses and no more. There is 
no reason to believe that the net 
loss of the bank depositors of the 
country would have been either 
larger or smaller if the wobbly 
banks had been allowed to bust, 
and the good ones had been let 
alone. There were banks that were 
able to pull themselves out of in- 
solvency during the moratorium, 
and there were others that were 
shoved into insolvency by its at- 
tending rumors and alarms. The 
NRA I incline to think, was 
clearly .more successful, at least 
in its early stages. The theory 
behind it, though unsound never- 
theless had a considerable plaus- 
ibility, and to its execution there 
was brought a degree of dem- 
agogic talent seldom available to a 
Christian government on this earth. 
Part of that talent was Dr. Roose- 
velt’s own; he reached, in the 
spring of 1933, his professional apo- 
gee, his apex as a virtuoso. But a 
great deal more of it was supplicd 
by Brigadier-General Hugh 8S. John- 
son, J. D.—in private life only Bar- 
ney Baruch’s stooge, buft in his pub- 
lic capacity a rabble-rouser of mag- 
nificent. and indeed almost incom- 
parable gifts. 

It is too bad that Mark Sullivan 
has closed his history of our times 
with the year 1925, for the events 
of the summer of 1933 would give 
him the most enchanting of all his 
volumes. The problem before the 
General was to hustle, bump and 
kick the great masses of the plain 
people up from the Slough of De- 
spond to the topmost roof gardens 
of the New Jerusalem, and to that 
patriotic business he brought a 
technic so stupendous that the his- 
torian can only contemplate it in a 
boozy sort of silence, like that «f 
Cortez upon his peak in Darien. Do 
you recall the glittering parades 
through the streets that hot Au- 
gust, with bands braying, promi- 
nenti of all wings exposing them- 
selves in open automobiles, and the 
vulgar sweating hope from every 
pore? Do you recall the General's 
thrilling yells, whoops, shrieks, bay- 
ings, bellowings, snarls, barks, 
miaows and other ejaculations? Do 
you recall his threats against back- 
ward lookers—to crack down on 
them with icepicks, to kick them 
violently in the pants, to chase 
them up the alley and over the 
fence, to pursue them relentlessly 
to their sinister dens and there puil 
out their legs, bash in their skulls, 
and throw their carcasses to the 
dogs? 

It was the World War all over 
again, but with improvements born 
of experience and the gradual un- 
folding of the General's unparalleled 
genius. Every lesser quack in 
America was emancipated, loaded 
with fresh gas and turned loose to 
help. The rhetoricians of Rotary 
emerged from cold storage, rub- 
bed their eyes, and waded in. The 
clergy began caterwauling as if the 
Kaiser were at large again, and ripe 
to be hanged again. The news- 
papers all turned tabloids, with 
headlines reaching half-way down 
their front pages. In brief, great 
gusts of the banal lunacy called 
idealism rocked the country, and 
hope became an _ endemic and 
zymotic disease. Utopia had never 
come closer to earth since that 
far-off day when the early Chris- 
tians began selling their kitchen 
gear and spare underwear, and 
flocking en masse to the mountain 
tops of the Mediterranean littoral, 
their mouths agape and their hearts 
aflame. : 

Unluckily, it couldn't last. The 
NRA was already sick before 
Christmas, 1933. During 1934 its 
symptoms suddenly became alarm- 
ing and the General discreetly 
cleared out, leaving the Hon. Don- 
ald R. Richberg, LL.B., author of 
The Shadow Men, In the Dark, and 
other such occult books, to stave off 
the inevitable coroner's jury. On 
May 27, 1935, at the stroke of noon, 
the Supreme Court slipped a silken 
cord around the invalid’s neck, and 
the nine learned justices gave a 
mighty yo-heave-ho, It was the

behind them, and so do sure- 
cures for all the sorrows of the 
world. The first success of the 
NRA had been so vast, at least to 
outward appearance, that it set the 
whole tone of the Roosevelt Admin- 
istration. Almost overnight aill 
rational plans for dealing with the 
depression were abandoned, and re- 
course was had to the dizzy devices 
of pure and unadulterated quackery. 
Nothing more was heard about such 
homely enterprises as balancing the 
budget, getting rid of super- 
numerary jobholders, and protecting 


the dollar. Instead, we began to 


(hear of grandiose projects for wip- | 


ing out every ache and blemish of 
civilization at one herculean swoop. 
Wizards of the highest amperage, 
it appeared, were at hand to do the 
job, and they were armed with 
new and infallible arcana. They 
knew more about everything under 
the sun than anybody else under 
the sun; they were masters of all 
the orthodox arts and sciences, 
and of a dozen new ones 
that they had invented them- 
selves; their minds moved ma- 
jestic and imperturbed in the face 
of chaos, like that of Omnipotence 
Itself. These wizards, we were 
told, would solve all the problems 
that harassed the country. They 
would give us a Planned Economy, 
scientific in every detail, and out 
of it would flow the More Abund- 
ant Life, with everyone rich and 
happy, and the very birds in the 
trees singing hallelujah. 

Well, what did these wizards turn 
out to be, once they had got into 
the ring? They turned out to be 
the sorriest mob of mountebanks 
ever gathered together at one time, 
even in Washington. The best of 
them were seen to be only profes- 
sional uplifters and do-gooders, 
trained in no craft more respectable 
than that of cadging and spending 
other people’s money. And from 
this maximum they ranged quick- 
ly downward to a miscelleaneous 
rabble of vapid young pedagogues, 
out-of-work Y. M. C. A. secretaries, 
third-rate journalists, briefless law- 
yers, and soaring chicken-farmers. 
In the whole outfit there was hard- 
ly a man who had ever reached 
solid distinction in any recognized 
profession or trade. They were, 
at the top, poor dubs; at the bot- 
tom, they were blatant and intol- 
erable idiots. Their arcana were 
stale mixtures of all the quackeries 
vended in the backwaters of all the 
country since the Civil War, from 
Free Silver to the Single Tax, and 
their methods were those of wart- 
removers at county fairs since the 
time when the memory of man 
runneth not to the contrary. 

On one point only did they ap- 
pear to agree, and that was on 
the point that any man who worked 
hard at some useful task, husband- 
ed his money prudently, and tried 
to provide some security for his old 
age and some heritage for his chil- 
dren was a low and unmitigated 
scoundrel, with no rights in law 
or equity. This fellow was the cen- 
tral villain of the obscene farce 
that they began to mum, and to 
his ruin they were soon bringing 
the full force of the national gov- 
ernment. 


There is no need to review their 
operations in detail. To make a 
complete report on them, indeed, 
would probably be impossible, for 
many of them have been carried 
on surreptitiously, and are known 
only by vague rumor. No one can 
say precisely where they are in 
progress, or what they have cost. 
I shall content myself with a brief 
account of the embryology, anat- 
omy, and pathology of a major 
Brain Trust enterprise, the Civil 
Works Administration, the predec- 
essor of the current Works Prog- 
ress Administration. The basic 
facts I take from the New Repub- 
lic and the Nation, both of them 
ardent heralds of the New Day. 
The New Republic first: 


In the autumn of 1933, after 
Gen. Johnson and his Blue Eagle 
had done their pari, business be- 
gan rapidly to decline. On a train 
coming back from a social work- 
ers’ meeting, Harry L. Hopkins 
and his assistant, Aubrey Wil- 
liams, discussed with apprehen- 
sion the coming winter ... 
Hopkins said: “Let’s take a real 
crack at this. Let's give every- 
one a job.” The title, the Civil 
Works Administration, was con- 
tributed by Jacob Baker. 

And now the Nation: 

It is characteristic of Hopkins 
that he wasted no time meditat- 
ing upon the stupendous prob- 
lems and conflicts such a _ rev- 
olutionary scheme might engen- 
der. He talked it over with his 
aids—Baker, Williams and Cor- 
rington Gill—and from their dis- 
cussions there emérged an equal- 
ly brief memorandum outlining 
the scheme. With this memo- 
randum in hand he trotted off 
to the White House one Wednes- 
day afternoon in November. He 
went merely to enlist Roosevelt’s 
interest. He expected to be told 
to develop the idea and come 
back with a fuller outline. He 
still expected that when he left 
the White House that evening. 
But it-so happened that he had 
caught the New Deal Messiah 
in one of his periods of infatua- 
tion with the spending art, and 
Hopkins literally woke up the 
next morning to discover that 
Roosevelt without further ado 
had proclaimed the CWA in ef- 
fect. 

Read these quotations two or 
three times, and then give sober | 
consideration to what they have to | 
tell you about the true nature of | 
the prevailing Planned Economy. | 
Two preposterous nonentities, one | 
of them, in secular life, a profes- 
sional uplifter and the other an 
obscure newspaper reporter, are re- 
turning from a junket at your ex- 
pense and mine. They loll com- 
fortably in a club-car, munching 
peanuts and talking shop. Their 
sole business in life is getting rid 
of other people’s money, and their 
only care is finding ways to do it. 
Suddenly one of them thinks of a 
new plan. It is vast and vague 
but it will apparently dispose of 
endless millions, so they embrace 
it with loud hosannas. A few days 
later they take it to the White 
House, expecting, obviously, to 
have to explain it, argue for it, 
defend it. But no explanations are 
called for: it is put into execution 
instantly, and sight unseen. With- 
in a week a huge organization of 
jobholders is scratched together to 
carry it out, and By Dec. 1 more 
than 1,000,000 beneficiaries are on 
the payroll. By Jan. 18 the num- 
ber reaches 4,100,000.

The thing 
was completely asinine from start 
to finish. It was conceived by 
quacks and executed by fools, and 
there Was no more sense in it than 
you will find in a comic strip or 
a college yell. And when it flopped, 
what was the next move of the 
Brain Trust? The next move was 
to demand $4,800,000,000 to try it | 
all over again, with the same Hop-| 
kins once more in charge. But this 
time he had an associate of flag 
rank to help him—the celebrated 
Harold L. Ickes, LL.D., of Chi- 
cago, Public Savior No. 2.

HERE is life and there is living 

—the things which happen to 

one, incidents, pains and pleas- 
ures, which make up one’s life, and, 
inside, a conscious humanity, im- 
mensely beyond self; a realization 
of the practical immortality of 
ceaseless human life, its prodigious 
power and endless growth, which 
are one’s living. It was this living 
of which Charlotte Perkins Gilman 
wrote. in the autobiography that 
was her last loving labor, her own 
story of her living, before she end- 


ed the life that had become unen- 


durable,

Charlotte. Perkins Gilman, if any- 
body needs to be told, was easily 
one of the 12 greatest American 
women. Carrie Chapman Catt 
named her first on the list of 12. 
Her fame as a social philosopher 
and writer and lecturer was world- 
wide. She started her life with a 
heritage, for she was the niece of 
Henry Ward Beecher, Harriet 
Beecher Stowe and Edward Ever- 
ett Hale; but in her living she 
showed what a poor thing, after all, 
is the richest heritage. Through 
years of great infirmity, against 
enormous hostility, she fought for 
the emancipation of women from 
cramping and burdensome _tradi- 
tions, and she and the women who 
fought with her won the fight. 
Woman suffrage, mitigation of do- 
mestic slavery, changes in the mar- 
riage relationship, more economic 
independence for women, less dog- 
ma in religion and vast changes 
in outlook, are tne proof.

When, after a lifetime of service 
unrewarded except with the satis- 
factions of serving, Mrs. Gilman 
was nearing the end of her life, she 
spent herself in a last service, the’ 
writing of the story of her living. 
It was a happy task, for it was a 
reliving of the years that had been 
crowded with everything worth 
while and simple joys that survive 
in memory when great deeds are 
forgotten. In her last message to 
the world she could not, however, 
be over-occupied . with memories 
that were merely sweet. There had 
to be a retelling of the teaching to 
which she had given nearly half a 
century of her life, retraced from 
the time of her emergence from a 
repressed childhood and the begin- 
ning of an ethical consciousness, 
the development of a social philos- 
ophy involving the right functional 
relations to society, a socialism of 
the humanitarian kind, the organic 
theory of social economics. She 
had to say again what she once 
said to this reviewer, remembered 
through the years: “Not the child, 
but childhood.” 


And, too, she had as a faithful 
watchman to tell us something of 
the night—‘Much, very much of 
what I have worked for has been 
attained. Far more is waiting to 
be done. There is need of new 
teaching, of ethics that a child can 
understand, of religion that re- 
quires no swallowing of baseless 
dogmas, and which shall fill the 
soul with hope and purpose of hu- 
man happiness here, for all of us, 
instead of morbid anxiety for a 
posthumous hypothesis of personal 
immortality. | 

“My life is in Humanity—and 
that goes on. My contentment is in 
God—and That goes on. The Social 
Consciousness, fully accepted, auto- 
matically eliminates both _ selfish- 
ness and pride. The one predomi- 
nant duty is to find one’s work and 
do it, and I have striven mightily at 
that.”

Valueless Surpluses 


AMERICA MUST ACT. By Francis 
Bowes Sayre, Assistant Secretary 
of State. (World Peace Founda- 
tion, New York.) 


N considering the pressing prob- 
| lem of unemployment, the Assist- 

and Scretary of State here insists 
that we must increase our foreign 
trade to the end that we may dis- 
pose of our “otherwise valueless 
surpluses.” Increased trade implies 
increased imports. 

“The truth is,” he says, “that mill 
wheels turn and men find jobs, not 
when foreign goods are excluded 
from American markets, but when 
American wealth is created by a 
trade brisk because unhampered by 
artificial and unreasonable hin- 
drances.” 

He undertakes to show by sta- 
tistics a “striking correlation” be- 
between increased imports and in- 
creased employment, and_ vice 
versa; also, he contends that wages 
rise and fall roughly in proportion 
to the volume of imports. 

- * s 

There are those who might object 
to the Secretary's thesis on the 
ground that the disposal of “other- 
wise valueless” domestic surpluses 
may be a matter of domestic so 
cial adjustment so long as the do- 
mestic need is far greater than the 
effective domestic supply; but in 
this proposition the Secretary can 
see only the dangers of economic 
nationalism.

F, by the title, this book seems

“Despot’s Domain.” 

. The author’s main theme is the 
superiority of parliamentary gov- 
ernment over constitutional govern- 
ment, and this he expounds with 
tenacity throughout his work. His 
secondary theme is that behind the 
economic stress is the political situ- 
ation. It is perceived immediately 
that he is speaking one word about 
Brazil, and two, or perhaps half a 
dozen, about the United States,

With a skillful mastery of his 
subject, he outlines the political 
and financial history of Brazil from 
the revolt of 1889, when the mon- 


archy, sheltering a gradual evolution; § 


of parliamentary government, was 
overthrown and the new constitu- 
tion, paving the way for despotism, 
was adopted. With broad strokes, 
enlivened by passages of darting 
wit, a general view of South Amer- 
ican politics is laid down. He then 
sets forth the progress—or, shall 


we say, the retrogression—of Bra-|}. 


zil through the search for “strong 
men,” the intervention of the mili- 
tary in political affairs, assump- 
tions of power by the _ executive, 
with special reference to the abuse 
known as the “state of siege,” log- 
rolling, and towering financial 
manipulations which totter through 
a chapter and finally crash in the 
moratorium of 1934. The final 
chapter of the sorry story con- 
cerns the Provisional Government 
of 1930 and its attempts to con- 
tinue in power under the new 
constitution of 1934, which accord- 
ing to the author, only bound the 
shackles anew upon the suffering 
nation.

In drawing an analogy applicable 
to the United States, the author 
pays his respects to the NRA, to 
agricultural subsidies, and to Tam- 
many Hall. But conceding the 
rigidity of our constitutional sys- 
tem, and admitting our political 
abuses, it is still a little difficult 
to admit that we are in the same 
ease with the villainous despotism 
portrayed in this book. As for “di- 
rected economy” “for which it is 
claimed that its multiple formulae 
are strictly scientific,” “the only 
difficulty ... is that the scientific 
government is not scientific, 
and that it has not yet learned to 
govern anything or anybody. it 
starts by being damnable, because 
it rejects moral values.” “Science 
takes no stock of moral values.” 
“But it is essentially the job of 
government to be good government, 
and goodness presupposes moral 
values. There can be no moral 
goodness, or indeed any morals at 
all, unless the citizen be free.” 

With all due respect to Mr. Ham- 
bloch, some of us have been labor- 
ing under the delusion that the at- 
tempts to direct our economy were 
based upon precisely the moral mo- 
tives that desired the citizen to be 
free.

NIGHT-PIECES. By Thomas Burke. |

ROM the dark and grimy corn- 
Fe: of the obscure London slums 

where much of his early life was 
spent, Thomas Burke has drawn his 
chief literary materials. Here is a 
new book of 18 tales in which he 
again takes his readers on nocturn- 
al pilgrimages into the shadows of 
those eerie back streets and mys- 
terious courtyards. 

There is undoubted power in all 
these tales, for Thomas Burke long 
since has learned the art of story- 
telling, of building up suspense 
and ending his tale at just the right 
moment. Most of them are sinister 
narratives—of murders done _ in 
squalid dives, of wrongs righted 
by implacable avengers, of pangs 
of conscience that bring evil-doers 
to justice. Only two of t pieces 
are in lighter vein — “Jack Wap- 
ping,” a sympathetic account of a 
werkingman’s day, and “Two Gen- 
tlemen,” a picaresque tale of a 
swindler’s successful deception of 
two. punctilious Chinese. These 
serve to show a side of Burke's tal- 
ents little explored in his numerous 
writings since “Limehouse Nights’ 
brought him fame some 15 years 


ago. 


By comparison with that admir- 
able early collection of his tales, 
the present group suffers. Perhaps 
it is because of over-indulgence this 
time in the supernatural. The writer 
has been so successful in the crea- 
tion of macabre tales based on 
earthly qualities and aberrations 
that it seems a watering-down of 
his capabilities to see him now get- 
ting his effects from the fantastic 
and the unearthly. 

Our old friends, the sly and sinis- 
ter Chinese, are’ missing from 
“Night Pieaes” as well. They may 
be stock figures of fiction, but their 
bland villainies sent many a pleas- 
ant chill down the spines of earlier 
Burke readers. It was on the West 
India Dock Road and in Limehouse, 
habitat of the Chinese, that he 
found his literary reputation, and 
his devotees will be disappointed to 
see him abandon those pleasantly 
grueso ne regions. If one must have 
sinister figures, those of Chinese 
origin-——though probably gross li- 
bels on a patient and kindly people 
—are far more satisfactory than 
villains of prosaic Anglo-Saxon ori- 
gin. 

However it suffers by odious com- 
parison, “Night-Pieces” remains a 
well-done volume of dark and 
gloomy tales. F. G.

and Alonzo Pelly of the latter are 
scarcely distinguishable, and might 
swap names without disturbing in 
the least the scheme of things.

Two years ago, one 
of your military leaders sounded 
a ‘policy of ruins.’ If that is what 
your country is going to do with 
China, then you can be assured 
that we have really come to our 
journey’s end we are bound to 
find some way out. What you 
have allowed us is a narrow path— 
the path of the life and death 
struggle of a bound animal, the 
path of counteracting the Japanese 
‘policy of ruins’ by the Chinese 
‘policy of ruins.’ And it is very 
doubtful whether Japan will bene- 
fit much by a ruined China. 

I hope you can be convinced of 
this truth: so long as any two coun- 
tries have decided to go to war, 
it is quite usual for the strong to 
conquer the weak; but it need not 
necessarily foster hatred in the 
mind of the defeated. Th Russo- 
Japanese alliance was concluded 
not more than five years after the 
Russo-Japanese War. It was not 
more than 10 years after the 
Sino-Japanese War that the ma- 
jority of Chinese sympathized 
with the Japanese in their war 
with Russia. Again, it was not 
long after being defeated by Prus- 
sia that Austria entered into al- 
liance with her former adversary. 
Defeat in battle does not neces- 
sarily create hatred in one’s mind. 
It is only when one is struck with- 
out warning, or taken advantage of 
while in so straitened position that 
he is unable either to strike back or 
stand and defend himself—the sort 
of thing that a country like Japan, 
where chivalry has long been a so0- 
cial tradition, should not stoop to 
do so—that one feels most embit- 
tered,

My third message to you is: as 
an admirer of Japan, I strongly 
advise that you take care not to 
despoil yourselves of your marvel- 
ous achievements of the past 
and the great future that lies be- 
fore you. The great achievements 
of Japan in the past 60 years not 
only present a glorious picture of 
the Japanese people, but may also 
be viewed as one of the great 
“miracles” of all mankind. Any- 
one’ who reads the glorious records 
of Japanese history in the past 6/0 
years cannot help feeling both awe 
and admiration. 


But let me remind you of an- 
other Chinese proverb: “A _ task 
well started, if not carried on in 
the same good spirit, is likely to 
end sadly.” It may take endless 
pains for a people to build up a 
great country, but it takes only a 
moment’s rashness to break it into 
pieces. I am not going to cite in- 
stances from the huge empires of 
the past. It was only about 200 
years ago that Spain occupied 
about half of the globe, and her 
colonies took up every corner of the 
earth. But where is her big em- 
pire now? The swiftness with 
which Japan rose to a world Pow- 
er could not find a better parallel 
than the Germany before the great 
war. Before 1914, Germany excelled 
every country in almost everything 
—military equipment, political or- 
ganization, industry, commerce, 
culture, science, philosophy, music 
and art. But the destructive effect 
of four years’ wretched warfare 
turned this most admired country 
into the most disorderly and im- 
poverished country in the world. 
In spite of her hard struggle for 
nearly 20 years, her position now

is still far below her pre-war 
status. The more we examine these 
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WORLD PREMIERE | 


| historical instances, the more we 
are convinced that we should “be 
careful to end well.” 

No country can expect a more 
promising future than Japan. Her 
progress will be obstructed by no- 
body. Her only obstacle is her own 
desire to destroy herself. 

Mr. Arnold Toynbee, an English 
student of international relations, 
pointed out three years ago that 
the reckless behavior of the Jap- 
anese militarists amounts to no less 
than hastening the suicidal process 
for the whole Japanese people. 

I profess candidly that I have 
ever been one of those who hold the 
highest opinion of the past achieve- 
ments of the Japanese people. I 
have conceived of the great future 
that is in store for Japan; of the 
unbroken line of her successive em- 
perors, all coming from one fam- 
ily; of the diligent, thrifty and pa- 
triotie spirit of her people; of her 
tradition of chivalry, love of art, 
and studious and scholarly atmos- 
phere. I have observed in her peo- 
ple a combination of the best traits 
of both the German and the En- 
glish and have visualized the fu- 
ture Japan as developing peaceful- 
ly into the most admired and re- 
spected country in the Orient. 

But as I follow the recent polit- 
ical tendencies of Japan, -I have 
great misgivings about her future 
development. In the first place, the 
democratic constitutional _ spirit 
manifested in her political organ- 
ization for the past 60 years was 
within a very short period replaced 
by the dictatorship of a few mili- 
tarists. Secondly, a country al- 
ways noted for political order and 
discipline, she now suffers a sud- 
den change to political dislocation 
and derangement, so that a foreign- 
er is often bewildered as to where- 


and wherein lies her military sov- 
ereignty. Thirdly, Japan, a coun- 
try that has always been admired 
and respected, is now feared as a 
menace to world peace, and is sur- 
rounded by enemies at every turn. 
Fourthly, the new international sit- 
uation created by the Japanese 
force could only be maintained in 
statu quo by an even greater force, 
which necessitates an unlimited ex- 
pansion of her armaments. The 
Japanese expansion of armaments 
will in turn encourage other Pow- 
ers to start an armament race, and 
may eventually precipitate the out- 
break of another world war. 

With a huge seized territory in 
hand, the hatred of four hundred 
million people, a strong military op- 
ponent on land, and two strong 
naval rivals at sea, Japan has nev- 
er needed such wise statesmanship 
and far-sightedness to handle a 
situation as she does now. A slight 
deviation from the right course will 
result in the most deplorable con- 
sequences and plunge the whole na- 
tion headlong into self-destruction! 
The ancient saying “check your 
horse speedily at the edge of a 
precipice” is the hardest golden 
rule for any statesman to follow, 
and there have been very few such 
instances in the political history of 
the whole human race. But “there 
is no end to the bitter sea ahead, 
while a safe beach is just at your 
back.” The danger of not turning 
back and landing on the safe beach 
is inconceivable. 

Therefore my last admonition to 
you is: I hope you will highly treas- 
ure the glorious achievements of 
your past, as well as your bright 
prospects for a great future. I feel 
constrained to offer you sincerely 
the above advice, because I do not 
believe that the annihilation of Ja- 
pan would be a blessing either to 
China or to the world at large.

tions, refuse to adhere to the air 
pact envisaged in London, and re- 
ject both the Danubian pact and 
the Eastern Locarno. 

None could blame us if we were 
skeptical. But for my part, and 


since I henceforth engage only my 
own responsibility, I wish to state 
that I haye not lost courage! 

As yesterday, as before, J] am 
ready in such a matter to examine 
every possibility of Franco-Ger- 
man rapprochement. No chance 
of peace must be neglected. 


Formula Up to Hitler. 


What conclusions should be 
drawn? Hitler has taken the initi- 
ative by this declaration as, on the 
other hand, he has up to now re- 
jected the solutions proposed. How 
and in what form, by what agree- 
ment, subject to what guarantees, 
does he envisage Franco-German 
reconciliation ? 


It is for him to say. We will 
study impartially and loyally any 
formula he may submit. 

If we ourselves were asked in 
what framework we could envisage 
a solution, we would reply without 
hesitating: In the framework of 
the League of Nations. 


Germany left the Geneva institu- 
tion because she said it was impos- 
sible for her to remain there as a 
disarmed nation among armed na- 
tions. Today she is armed—she is 
arming apace. 

What objection can she make to 
joint seeking of a solution of this 
armaments problem, which, if not 
universally attacked, will once more 
lead the peoples to the verge of war 
and ruin? 

League the Only Chance, 

The League of Nations is our only 
chance for peace. It is our last 
chance. How is it that the whole 
world does not understand this? 

But whatever happens after Hit- 
ler’s declaration, we will remain 
true to our policy of the open mind 
and the outstretched hand. 


I remember a charming poem by 
Heinrich Heine in his book of songs. 
Dreaming of a boat gliding over a 
calm sea, under white clouds, he 
suddenly sees Christ, savior of the 
world, garbed in flowing draperies, 
walking on the water. On his 
breast is a burning sun. To the 
chiming of bells the boat neared a 
proud, tranquil city where three 
men came and went bearing palms. 
Whenever two men met, they looked 
one another in their eyes, reading 
their souls, their thoughts, then

Quiet of Screen 
Photographers 


An Easy Art Becomes 
Suddenly Technical in 
Reds, Blues and Yellows. 


By H. H. NIEMEYER 


HOLLYWOOD, March 7. 

FTER Jock Whitney made 
A vanity Fair” in reds and blues 

and yellows and failed to get 
any unusual response at the box 
offices Hollywood's interest in color 
films, except for the Silly Sym- 
phonies and things like that, waned 
very badly. But now “The Trail 
of the Lonesome Pine” has come 
along, resplendent in natural tints, 
and the studio moguls are begin- 
ning to wonder if there might not 
be something in it after all. Haven't 
really done any serious wondering 
yet. They'll wait, as usual, for the 
reaction of the cash customers. If 
the entrance fee is laid on the line 
with any degree of regularity color 
will get its chance. 


It will mean a lot of re-educat- 
ing, or re-revising, or something of 
the camera men who have come to 
call themselves cinematographers. 
That A. 8. C. which you see on the 
‘acreen after a cameraman’s name 
means that he is a member of the 
American Society of Cinematogra- 
phers which is a pretty high sound- 
ing title. Most every tourist to 
Hollywood who came out here in 
the silent days has a picture in his 
memory of the silent camera crank- 
er. When Bill Goldman ran the 
Missouri Theater and used to have 
fancy local shots made on St. Louis 
streets or in Forest Park, the non- 
cross-continent fans got the same 
sort of an impression of a movie 
cameraman. He seemed to be—and 
was, really—one of the most non- 
chalant of fellows with the bluff- 
ness of a Keystone cop and the airy 
confidence of Doug Fairbanks in 
the old days. His world was a sim- 
ple one. He saw everything in black 
and white. 

He began to think of becoming 
a cinematographer when sound 
came along. Science had taken a 
hand in the matter, but while work 
and trouble increased, the art of 
photographing didn't change much. 
The picture-taker atill measured 
his efforts by the standards set “by 
“The Cabinet of Dr. Caligari” and 
a film called “Grass.” If some en- 
terprising cameraman had any idea 
of becoming original he thought 
maybe it might be accomplished by 
cranking his lens box while stand- 
ing on his head. 


Now he is likely to be shoved 
into a new universe. A primrose 
by the river's bank is no longer 
just a prop man's primrose to him. 
It is a plant with petals of an An- 
thelion Yellow WGG, with a sen- 
sitizing action of weak E\4DC. And 
when Grace Bradley wears red pa- 
Jamas, he has to worry whether 
they should be photographed as a 
Crocein Scarlet (GED) or a Titan 
Ponceau (E%DC). 

At least so we are told by that 
fountain of studio wisdom, Idwal 
Jones-—-whom we have quoted on 
various occasions before. He says 
that if red is on the screen and is 
replaced swiftly by green, then 
Miss Bradley's pajamas, after all 
the trouble the photographer, has 
gone through, look yellow to the 
cinema customers of norma) vision.

MERICA has just gone through ah experience that 

am affected nearly every part of it and just as many cit- 

jizens as those whose lives would be jolted out of 

=i normal by a declaration of war. It is a rare event 

= that is sufficiently huge to take in this country as a

become apparent everywhere—whirring through cable,

The New 
Orleans papers screamed ICY TERROR, Los Angeles ones promised 
BLIZZARD, and even the Montreal press howled. | 

The recent cold wave (and old timers had best beware of con- 
trasting it smugly with those they remember in 1918 or ‘95) was 
more than a general catastrophe. No one has bothered, yet, to add 
up the millions of dollars that it cost the nation. What with wrecks 
at sea, steamers hurled down torrential rivers, fires, explosions, 
interruption of commerce and incapacitation of people, it cost plenty. 
But the human hardship involved has been apparent from the start. 

People who had become unconsciously accustomed to a high degree 
of immunity from the vagaries of nature and those who haven't 
been going out of their way to remember that such a thing as nature 
exists were instantaneously and without the least warning compelled 
to undergo adventures ordinarily reserved for polar expeditions 
whose members generally know what they are in for and are pre- 
pared for the worst.

In remote regions, the degree of regression to primitive prob- 
lems of existence was even more marked. A flier (whose name, 
incidentally, was Ice) dropped in at the village of Spearfish in 
South Dakota the other day and landed in the main street. Spear- 
fish isn’t a populous place at any time, but when Clyde Ice 
arrived he found it left with only one inhabitant, the 70-year-old 
postmistress. She, Mrs. Alma Lee, was one of the two people 
who remained behind when the place became unhabitable. The 
other, ‘a 74-year-old Presbyterian minister, had been burned to 
death when his house caught fire. Ice found the postmistress 
hysterial, praying beside a barrel containing the clergyman's charred 
bones. She had been utterly out of communication with the United 
States of America for two weeks. 


UCH isolation has been the fate of innumerable small towns scat- 
tered from the Atlantic Ocean to the Northwest. Governor 
Nice of Maryland was flabbergasted to discover that Chesapeake 
Bay islands which should have been getting State relief and weren't, 
had been separated more effectually than Bermuda from the North 


_ American mainland. It took Arctic methods to effect rescues. Sim- 


ilar catastrophe was discovered near New York. Fire Island, sur- 
rounded by ice floes like those in Baffin Bay, presented the Coast 
Guard with serious problems. But in the prairies of the Middle 
West conditions were even more terrible, there being less prepa- 
ration for such exigencies. Thousands of farmers and whole com- 
munities were marooned as completely as light house keepers in a 
gale. There were places where the snow was more than 12 feet 
deep, not counting drifts. (One of these was in California). 
Hatfield, Missouri, was only one of the famine-stricken towns 
or cut off from communication with the rest of the world. 
There Were at least 25 such catastrophes in Minnesota, dozens in 
Wisconsin, numerous ones in Michigan, Utah and the Dakotas. 
The problems of keeping the highways passable became impossible 
to cope with. They tried dynamite, armies of men, every type of 
snow plow. With snow piled up 30 or 40 feet above the surface

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many ,under the Oberlaender Trust, 
Dr. Hersey finds that most people run 
in high for a regular period of four, 
five, six or even nine weeks, and then 
bump along for four or five days in 
low like an emotional filvver with four 
fiat tires. 

His own high period, for example, 
runs five and one-half to six and one- 
half weeks. He does ‘‘a lot of gad- 
ding about’’ when he’s feeling high; 
does his research when he’s low. The 
high period lengthens with age, so that 
at 36, he believes, the average Amer- 
ican feels high for five weeks and low 
for four days. At all ages, he ven- 
tures, the happy days, on the average, 
outnumber the glum by three and one- 
halfqto one. 

The conclusion is a litle less sur- 
prising when one knows how very low 
Dr. Hersey sets his sights. On the 
scale of points to which he reduces his 
studies, a “neutral” feeling is not the 
dividing line, but rates one on the 
“plus” or happy side of the scale. 
‘‘Neutral plus” is a feeling the indus- 
trial expert considers, for his pur- 
poses, pretty swell; he gives it a rat- 
ing of plus two. 

To get on the “minus’’ or unhappy 
side of Dr. Hersey’s scale, one has to 
be downright peevish, even to rate 
‘-1."" Actual happiness goes clear 
up to the top, plus six. At the bot- 
tom, minus six is “the most destruc- 
tive of all sensations, worry.”’ 

“The rest of the scale,’’ explains Dr. 
Hersey, “is marked thus: Happy 
minus, plus 4 to plus 5; cheerful or 
hopeful, plus 5; interested, joking, co-

“In high periods, people work with 
great vigor, anticipate the pleasure of 
a movie, a theater or a party, sleep 
less and weigh less than in their low 
periods. At these times nothing seems 
impossible in this rosy world.

eryday life is made up of a series 

of minor and major crises—minor 
crises being things like lack of sleep, 
the fact that the wife wants a new car, 
too heavy a meal, too hot or too cold 
a day or a rebuff from the girl friend, 
and major crises being things like 
birth, critical iliness, the first day of 
school, the final examination, the first 
job, promotion or the realization of 
old age—, he wanted to find out how 
men reacted to these crises. 

He judged by their feeling tone and 
the remarks which they made in an- 
swer to his questions about how they 
felt, what they said to their friends 
and family, where they went in the 
evening, what books or papers they 
had read, what they had eaten, how 
many hours they had slept, and what 
people they had associated with. 

“Il found from our studies with a 
nuniber of men over long periods,”’ Dr. 
Hersey relates, “that it was apparent 
that all the men were more worried 
about the minor crises at certain pe- 
riods than they were at other times 
when their general mood was better. 
In this way the emotional cycle made 
its appearance. The emotional chart 
began to resemble the record of a fe- 
ver that drops far below normal per- 
dodically every four, five or six weeks. 

“In the up-cycle, people are better 


Gives Dr. Hersey believes that ev- 
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able to withstand bad news. If they 
are told something unpleasant during 
their high periods, it will upset them 
for only a few hours; while if they 
are told something of the same sort 
during their low periods, it may take 
them four or five days to get over it. 

“If things happen to break wrong 
with you when you are in the down- 
cycle, you will be gloomy all of the 
time. If they break right with you 
then, your down-cycle will most likely 
manifest itself only by making you feel 
indifferent and lazy toward your work, 
with no pep at all. I feel that many 
suicides are committed in the down- 
cycle period and could have been 
averted had the impulse occurred in 
the up-cycle.”’ 

Dr. Hersey could say nothing of the 
cause except that it might be.a ques- 
tion of metabolism— ‘‘Thus, just as 
all nature uses up energy and then 
pauses while it ‘rehabilitates itself, so 
perhaps the body does the same thing. 
When we feel blue and rather tired, 
without being able to find a definite 
reason for it, we may be just recharg- 
ing the battery for a fresh spurt. 

“One of the most important factors 
in taking full advantage of the up- 
cycles is good health, since physical 
energy enables people to ride over 
difficulties. Security of job and in. 
come are important. With good health 
and security, a man need never worry 
about the blues.”’ 

Since the blues is nothing more or 
less than the normal manifestation of 
a natural law, according to Dr. Her- 
sey's study, blaming it on someone else 
or some outside disturbance usually 
means only to attribute it to a cause 
which is really imaginary and should 
not be acted upon. 

Second, if we take the emotional 
cycle in ourselves and those around us 
for granted, as a normal part of hu- 
man life, then we can live through 
the blues with a measure of security 
in the knowledge that other people 
go through the same kind of experi- 
ence. 

“Once people know that the cause 
of their blue as well as their exuber- 
ant moods lies within themselves, 
rather than in temporary environ- 
mental changes or companions,’’ says 
Dr. Hersey, “they will take these 
moods for granted as passing phases 
of life instead of brooding over hypo- 
thetical causes. 

“It is comforting to know that feel- 
ing blue is not a state that lasts for- 
ever. If you feel blue today, tomor- 
row, and even the next day, you may 
be certain that the up-curve in your 
emotions is just around the corner. 
Happiness and renewed energy are 
just ahead."’

His answer was consid- 
ered witty, and he went scot-free. It 
was the same Jack Oats who earlier 
boxed an Earl's ear, shook him by the 
hand and remarked, “I mistook it be. 
fore, not knowing your ear from your 
hand, being so like one another.” 

Such is one of the incidents from 
history that is touched upon by! Enid 
Welstord in “The Fool, His Social and

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Fools as portrayed on the English stage 
in the sixteenth century.

During these times when freedom of 
speech waé unthinkable, fools supplied 
the pepper, vinegar and mustard of 
conversation. Many a wise scholar, 
who found his serious comment and 
advice leading him into danger, chose 
the safer method of carrying on his 
work by becoming a court fool.

Alexander and other Hellenic poten- 
tates generally were referred to as 
buffoons and usually were free-lances

self in a glass and was s0 
appalled by what he saw 
that he wept for two hours, 
the whole court weeping in 
sympathy. Eventually, all 
regained their composure 
except Nasr-ed-Din Hodja, 
who, in response to his mas- 
ter’s questions, said, ‘If 
you éaw yourself in the 
glass for a short moment 
and wept for two hours, is 
it surprising that I weep 
longer since I see you all 
day?”’ 

Hodja is said to have stood up in a 
pulpit and remarked to his congrega- 
tion, “Oh, Moslems, do you know what 
I am going to say to you today?’ 
“No,”’ they replied. ‘‘And no more do 
I,” said Hoodja, hastily leaving the 
mosque. 

The next time he filled the pulpit, 
Hodja asked the same question and 
the congregation answered, ‘Yes.’ 
“If you know, then I needn't tell you,”

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said Hodja, and made off again. 

The third time, thinking to display 
great cunning, the congregation re- 
plied, “Some of us do, but some of us 
don’t.” “Then let those who know 
tell those who don’t,’’ said Hodja. 

Gallienus, Roman Emperor who 
ruled from A. D. 253 .to 268, was fond 
of buffoons as long as their wit meas- 
ured up to his standards. Several 
buffoons, present when Persian pris- 
oners were paraded in Rome one day, 
went among the prisoners and scanned 
their faces. The Emperor called for 
an explanation. ‘‘Well,”’ they said, ‘we 
went to these Persians to see if we 
might discover among them the great 
Valerian, your gracious divinity’s 
father.” (Valerian was then held cap- 
tive in Persia). The buffoons were 
promptly bound together and burned 
alive, according to Edward Gibbon, 
the English historian. 

Although royal fools often were 


probed in silks and satins and well fed 


while thousands of more intelligent 
and capable subjects lived in abject 
poverty or starved, their lives were 
not always easy. The particular as- 
signment of one of the fools of Hd- 
ward II of England was to ride just 
ahead of his master, continually fall- 
ing off a horse. 

Some jesters were unfortunate 
enough to have such masters as Ivan 
Vasilievitch IV, Czar of Russia from 
1633 to 1681. Choosing one evening 
to be displeased with jokes of a bawdy 
nature, which he usually relished, he 
ordered his favorite fool to kneel, 
picked up a kettle of broth, and fa. 
tally scalded him. When notified the 
man had died, he remarked, “Since 
the fool did not choose to live, why 
let him bé buried.” 

Gonella, jester to an Italian nobie- 
man, the Duke of Ferrara, and one of 
the best known fools of the fifteenth 
century, overheard the duke’s physi- 
clans say that a sudden fright was the 
only remedy for his master’s indisposi- 
tion. So, while walking with the duke, 
Gonella pushed him into a river. Al- 
though the duke’s fever left him after 
this treatment, the jester was banished 
and threatened with death if he were 
found on the soil of Ferrara. He soon

Gonella, showing sadness for the 
first time, was led to the biock with 
lugubrious ceremony.

Amid laughter and 
handclapping, Gonella was told to 
arise and thank the duke for sparing 
his HMfe. He remained motionless 
thereby causing more laughter at ‘‘Go- 
nella’s continuation of the joke.” 
Then the headsman stepped up to Go 
nella and found that the drop of wa- 
ter had had the same effect as would 
the stroke of the ax. 

From France comes the story of a 
fool who lost his life through loyalty. 
Louis XI went to Notre Dame de 
Clery, his patroness, to entreat her 
to procure his pardon for having mur- 
dered the Duc de Guyenne, brother of 
the king. One of the duke’s fools, 4 
rather simple-looking fellow, was the 
only person nearby. The king disre 
garded him. A short time later, the 
fool told the whole story before guests 
at the king’s banquet. Naturally, he 
forfeited his life. 


' MONG Bngland’s best knows 
A testers was Archy Armatrong, 
court fool for King James | and 
King Charles I, who busied himeelf 
with opposing the Episcopal Churecb. 
He never missing a chance to ridicule 
the church. As a tytpical example, it ls 
related that Archy, overhearing King 
James complain about a favorite horse 
being too lean, remarked: “T'll 
teach your majesty a way to raise his 
flesh presently; and if he be not as fat 
as ever he wallow, you shall ride me.” 
“I pr’y thee, foole, how?’ asked 
the king. “Why doe but make him 4 
Bishoppe, and I'll warrant you,” 
Archy replied. 

Archy was on the worst of terms 
with Archbishop Laud. There is 4 
story to the effect that when Arcby 
was called on to say grace in the pret 
ence of the Archbishop he said: 
“Great praise be given to God and lit 
the laud to the devil.” 

Finally he overreached himself is 
insulting Laud, and it was ordered 
that he “be carried to the porter’s 
lodge, his coat pulled over his ears, 
and kicked out of the court, never to 
enter within the gates."" A few days 
later Archy was seen at Westminster 
Abbey, clad in black, and telling oné 
and all that the church cloth had far 
greater privilege than the motley had. 

Henry VIII's famous fool, William 
Somers, is remembered for his retort 
to Cardinal Wolsey. The Cardinal, re 
buking the jester for a coarse joke tha' 
pleased the king, recited:

It was not a big job for a man later 
to guard the lives of three Presidents 
and solve one of the most amazing 
mysteries in the history of the ser- 
vice, but it taught him one lesson still 
vivid in his memory.

value—had been 
turned in to the Treas- 
ury. Every Secret Ser- 
vice agent was on the 
trail, as always, and a 
dozen, probably, con- 
tributed to the success 
of the search; but the 
counterfeiters were 
completely  un- 
suspected until Tate 
had an extraordinary 
hunch. 

The incredible key 
to the mystery was 
that the criminals they 
sought to bring to 
justice were already 
behind the bars. 

It happened in 1919, 
right after the war, 
when there were ¢es- 
capes from time to 
time from the Discip- 
linary Barracks at 
Leavenworth. One of 
the men was picked up 
by Kansas City police 
with a printed permit 
for leave purportedly 
signed by the com- 
manding officer. The 
name was forged. 
With just the glimmer 
of an implausible idea 

in his mind, Tate pursued it further; 
was the printed form a fake? 
Perhaps; for the barracks work- 
shops included full printing equip-

Here is Charpéntier’s recipe for 
CREPES SUZETTE: 

Four eggs 

Three tablespoons flour 

Three tablespoons milk ~* 

Pinch of salt 

One tablespoon water. 


Stir the ingredients together until 
they are smooth and of the consistency 
of a thick olive oil. Heat two table- 
spoons sweet butter in a round-bot- 
tomed frying pan. When it bubbles 
pour in enough paste to cover the bot- 
tom of the pan. Keep moving the pan 
to spread the paste thinly. After a 
minute turn the pancake upside down, 
then turn it again and again until it 
is nicely browned. Fold the circle in 
half, then in half again to form a tri- 
angle. 


SAUCE FOR CREPES SUZETTE. 

Small pieces of orange skin 

Small pieces of lemon skin 

Two tablespoons vanilla sugar 

Five ponies of blended maraschino, 
curacao and kirschwasser. 


O MAKE the vanilla sugar, add 

a vanilla bean to a mason jar of 
sugar, cover, and set aside for a 

few days after which it can be used 
as needed. At least a day be- 
fore making Crepes Suzette slice a 
thin piece from the outer rind of 
an orange about the size of a 
quarter, and a smaller piece of lemon 
rind. Cut- both into thin strips, add 
the two tablespoons vanilla sugar; 
cover and put away until the sugar ab- 
sorbs the flavoring oils. When ready 
to make the sauce, melt a large lump 
of butter in a thin pan (a silver pan is 
best). When it begins to bubble, pour 
in three pints of the blended cordials.

Mr. and Mrs. Bravo, 
and the confidante, 
Mrs. Cox. A family 
dinner, at 7:30, in 
the Bravo residence, 
“a stucco structure 
of bastard Gothic,’’ surrounded by a 
lawn, rose bushes, melon pits, and a 
vinery. In short, an Englishman's 
suburban villa in the year 1876. 

We see this trio on an evening in 
April, waited upon by the butler, Fred. 
erick Rowe. The dinner is whiting, a 
roast of lamb, poached eggs on but- 
tered toast, and vegetables, followed 
by bloater-paste, probably as a savory. 
No sweets are mentioned. Bravo took 
what the others did, except that he 
ate no fish. 

The wine is interesting. The butler 
had decanted the usual allowance for 
the meal: Two bottles of sherry, a 
bottle of Marsala, and a bottle of Bur- 
gundy. Mr. Bravo had had a pint of 
claret with his luncheon in town, and 
a glass of wine when he came in from 
his ride before dinner. Now, with this 
meal, he drinks his customary three or 
four glasses of. Burgundy. Nobody 
else takes this wine. 

Mrs. Bravo and Mrs. Cox had not 
been without vinous comfort during 
the day. Mrs. Bravo—who was in 
delicate health—had a solitary lunch- 
eon at home, and, with it, champagne 
—I ‘suppose a pint. Yet, considering 
what has been attested about her, I 
would not put it past her to get away 
with a quart, and tell the butler to 
keep his mouth shut. (She spent the 
afternoon reclining on a couch.) 

Mrs. Cox had been away since 
breakfast, house hunting, but she had 
been shielded against drought by a 
pint of sherry. 

Yet these two sedate ladies now 
drink two bottles of sherry—and this 
was no special occasion of festivity. 
Just a quiet home dinner. 

After their meal, they go to the 
“morning room" and while they are 
there, drowsing slightly, let us consid. 
er them and their histories. 

Mr. Bravo is a barrister of about 
thirty; the much-indulged stepson of 
& wealthy man. He is not overfond 
of the law, but desires the distinction 
it may bring him in the form of a seat 
in Parliament. He fusses about his 
health a good deal, and fosters a child- 
ish temper which makes him fly into 
a tantrum if the soup is cold. Or if 
the soup is hot.

Mrs. Bravo was 

roused from her slumbers, and found 

Mrs. Cox rubbing the sufferer’s chest 

with camphor. They procured eme- 

tics; they sent the men servants for 
doctors. } 

The history of the next fifty hours 
is altogether distressing. Mr. Bravo, 
to every physician who saw him, was 
plainly dying from the effects of an 
irritant poison. He was usually con- 
scious ‘and often in agony. 

To every doctor who questioned him 
as to what he had taken, his only re- 
ply was “laudanum:” This, he said, 
he had rubbed on his gums to cure 
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neu- 
ralgia. 
They as- 
sured him 
that lau- 
danum could 
not account for 
his symptoms. At 
last, worn out with 
their queries, the dying 
man retorted: 

“Why the devil should I have 
' gent for you, if I knew what was 
the matter with me?’”’ 

Mrs. Cox who was very active, in 
and about the room, suggested that 
he had taken chloroform, but this did 
not strike the physicians as probable. 
At last, some hours after the begin- 
ning of the illness, Mrs. Cox took one 
of the doctors aside and told him that 
when she first reached Mr. Bravo's 
room, he had said to her: 

‘*T’ve taken some of that poison, but 
don’t tell Florence.’’ 

The astonished doctor hurried back 
to Mr. Bravo, who said that he re- 
membered no such remark. During 
the two days and nights that remained 
to the wretched man, he and his wife 
bore themselves as any married pair 
would do who were passionately in 
love with one another. No one who 
knew him believed that he would com- 
mit suicide; everybody who saw Flor- 
ence Bravo was convinced that her 
grief and distress were genuine. Be- 
fore his death, Mr. Bravo said: 

“T am going to appear before my 
Maker, and I have told you the truth. 
I have taken nothing but what I have 
told you.’’ 

The inquest revealed that he had 
been killed by antimony, in the form 
of tartar emetic. The Coroner sat at 
“The Priory,’’ and the proceedings had 
the air of an endeavor to hush every- 
thing up. The verdict was: 

‘Poison — antimony, but we have 
not sufficient evidence under what cir. 
cumstances it came into his body.’’ 

Mr. Bravo was buried, and his 
widow and her faithful companion 
went off to recuperate at Brighton. 
Mrs. Bravo was now convinced that 
her husband—‘poor Charlie’’—had 
committed suicide. And Jane Can- 
non Cox seemed secure in her po- 
sition. 

But no one else was satisfied. 
Questions were asked in Parliament; 
a Government investigation was held; 
and finally another inquest was or- 
dered. This tore the lid off every- 
thing, including poor Mr. Bravo's 
coffin, which was exhumed. 

For twenty-three days the eyes of 
England were on a small room in a 
stuffy little Balham hotel, where 
were gathered all the great lawyers of 
the land, including the famous solici- 
tor, Sir George Lewis, who represent- 
ed the Bravo family, and made every- 
one unhappy by his withering cross- 
examinations. 

Butlers, ladies’ maids, grooms, 
physicians, chemists and all the mem- 
bers of all the families had their bad 
Quarters of an hour. Mrs. Cox had 
five days of it. 

This lady had been gradually en- 
larging her original story of Mr. 
Bravo's declaration, until it took this 
form: 

“I have taken poison for Dr. Gully. 
Don’t tell Florence.” Pod 

Now, lawyers, in their uncompro- 
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mising search for truth, are never 
so eager as when the path leads 
them to expose the ways of a man 
with a maid; or, better still, the es- 
capades of two people who are mar- 
ried, but not to each other. Then, 
their pure enthusiasm becomes al! the 
more commendable, especially when 
the scandal has little or nothing to do 
with the point of issue. 

What was dragged bit by bit out of 
the humiliated and tearful Mrs. 
Bravo, and out of the apparently re- 
luctant Mrs. Cox, was a complicated 
story. The Bravos had quite honest- 
ly exhibited to each other the skele- 
tons in their respective closets. 

‘‘He told me,’’ testified Mrs. Bravo, 
‘that he had kept a woman, before 
marriage, at Maidenhead for four 
years, and I believe he continued her 
an annual payment after marriage. 
and owed her or her sister £500." 

There was also a child——Katie-——by 
this woman, and the dying Charles 
Bravo had asked his wife to take care 
of her. She had evidently agreed. 

On his part, he had found it hard 
to contemplate with equanimity his 
wife’s excursions into primrose paths. 
Yet, before marriage, she had told him 
frankly that in the year following the 
death of Captain Ricardo, she had 
conceived an indiscreet affection for 
her old family physician, Dr. Gully.

In Cape Cod Bay seven 
CCC boys who had drifted out on 
an ice floe and danced for 24 
hours to keep from fypesing to 
death (one was saved from sui- 
cide by the merciless kidding of 
the other six), were fed with sup- 
plies dropped from a plane and 
were eventually saved by aviators 
who directed them toward res- 
cue boats. When they had recov- 
ered, one of them gave out a pub- 
lic notice that next time he was 
lost on a floe he wanted the avia- 
tors to remember to drop can 
openers with their cans. That 
day nine men who were ice bound 
by gorges on an uninhabited island 
in the Ohio River near Paducah, 
Kentucky, received canned milk 
and a bag of salt by plane. 

The men didn’t say whether 
they had any trouble opening the 
cans. | 

Fiying, during those terrible 
weeks, was inordinately difficult. 
Many landing fields were shut 
down during the worst of it, but 
some planes, many of them equip- 
ped with skis, flew as long as 
there was any visibility at all. 
One night during the height of a 
blissard, when the temperature 
had dropped to fourteen below,

In New York John Vacirca 
backed his snow truck into the 
harbor as he drew up to dump his 
load into the black water. When 
they tossed Vacirca a life preserv- 
er, he had it in his hand, but the 
shock of the ice-filled water had 
paralyzed him; he lost his grip 
and drowned. Ray Ansley, who 
had a similar experience in Cleve- 
land, managed to force open the 
door of his submerged car, swim 
fourteen feet to the surface, and 
find the ice hole he had made in 
falling. He was saved. 

Everywhere trolleys were be- 
ing derailed; autos skidding into 
collisions, pedestrians being cut 
down by blinded drivers. In New 
York City 18,000 injured were 
taken into hospital receiving 
rooms owing to accidents caused 
by the conditions of the streets 
during -the month-long period 
when the cold was worst. Gas ac. 
cidents were prevalent 
where. Even in Kentucky the 
ground froze to a depth of six 
feet; that means broken mains. 
In several cities ice made an outer 
pipe around the broken one and 
gas was forced into houses, with 
ghastly results. At River Rouge, 
a suburb of Detroit, leaking gas 
exploded, smashing up 60 or 70 
buildings in varying degree. Four 
people were killed outright. In 
Belleville and Bast St. Louis a 
number were asphyxiated in their 
beds. Such accidents were more 
or less general. 

In general, though, the mechan- 
ical devices of the cities caused 
leas horror than the elements that 
had broken loose. These showed 
their fangs most terribly at sea, 
on the rivers and the lakes. Even 
cities which are beyond the range 
of extreme cold could be reached 


every; 


by floods and ice gorges. Appre- 
hension about this seems to have 
centered on the valley of the Ohio, 
where Government engineers bus- 
ily dynamited the ice packs to pre- 
vent too solid a blockade. These 
gorges can be heard for miles; 
they are giants that pick up the 
biggest river boat and smash it to 
powder in their fingers.

James River flowed down from 
the Appalachian Mountains into 
a steadily congealing pack. The 
freeze broke on a Friday mid- 
night and the ice came down in 
an eighteen-foot wall of thawing 
water. Ata dock in Richmond two 
steamers were held together by 
nine six-inch hawsers and a steel 
cable. They sprang apart at the 
first impact and were cast into 
midstream. With engines set af 
full speed ahead, they tried to 
keep headed upstream. But the 
river swept them back like straws 
in a gutter. When a heavy 
anchor was cast overboard (not in 
midstream, but beside a landing) 
the chain was snapped. Small 
boats and launches were being 
piled in jams. The large ones 
were finally saved by reaching the 
quiet water above a heavy jam. 
But one 2000-ton liner was swept 
aground and a tug sunk. Coast 
Guard cutters were forced away 
from the scene of action, 

At sea, gales whipped spray 
across ice-encrusted ships and a 
number were sunk. One blow

riage to her for the reason that 
his wife albeit ninety-three years 
of age, was nevertheless his wife.

The long, long, inquest was in- 
conclusive. It is said, in this case, 
that “the police know who did it,” 
and, for once, this saying is right. 
The verdict was murder. 

“But there is not sufficient evi- 
dence to fix the guilt upon any 
person or persons.” 

The jury did not say “some per- 
son unknown.” i 

That the Burgundy was po 
oned is not, today, acceptable 


to everyone. Mr. William Rough- 
ead thinks that, if it had been 
so, Mr. Bravo would have suffered 
from its effects before going up- 
stairs. He thinks it more likely 
that the water-bottle in Mr. Bra- 
vo’s room had been doctored—by 
somebody who nipped upstairs for 
that purpose. 

Writers and lawyers have ab. 
solved of guilt both Mrs. Bravo 
and Dr. Gully. That leaves exact- 
ly one person who might be inter- 
ested in Mr. Bravo’s death, and 
it is considered sporting not to 
name her: Merely to make un- 
mistakable hints. 

If Mrs. Cox thought that she 
had laid the ground: for a life of 
peace with darling Florence, she 
was disappointed. Mrs. Bravo was 
not greatly pleased by darling 
Jane’s revelations as to Dr. Gully. 
And, crushed and humiliated by 
the whole experience, Mrs. Bravo 
died within the year. 

So Mrs. Cox had to return to 
Jamaica after all. And I think 
that whatever happened to her 
served her right. The law could 
not prove that she put anything 
into Mr. Bravo’s water-bottle. But 
we know—on her own confession 
—that almost on the last day of 
his life, she bilked him out of his 
Sunday tennis. 
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lt was so cold in Columbus, Ohio, 


wrecked three hundred and fifty 
small ocean-going boats in Euro- 
pean waters. The Coast Guard 
was on emergency duty every 
hour, every day, every night. And 
while the Atlantica seaboard was 
experiencing all the indescribable 
horrors of winter gales, ships were 
sending out SOS signals off Ore- 
gon. ; 

At this point it seemed as if the 
earth itself were being attacked 
by the whole hierarchy of Nordic 
gods. The entire Northern Hem- 
isphere was affected. It was 56 
below sero on the southern prair- 
ies of Saskatchewan. Dust storms 
swept the Southwest and an earth- 
quake shook Montana. Every- 
where the cold brought epidemic 
in its wake. Mary Astor and a 
whole movie company were at- 
tacked by influensa, snow-bound 
in the High Sierras. In 48 hours 
250 lives were lost; over 35 in 
the United States, 100 in Bulgaria, 
40 in Italy, 28 in England. The 
count was never properly com- 
pleted. Legislation in the Senate 
was held up and the “undeclared 
war’ between Mongolian, Japan- 
ese and Manchoukuan soldiers 
was hindered by a cold wave in 
Japan. A wretched immigrant, 
trying to cross the Niagara with- 
out passport, fell between ice 
blocks and was hauled out by the 
border patrol. The frozen body of 
a mail carrier was found wedged 
in a tree into which he had been 
thrown by a snow avalanche in 
Idaho. A garage mechanic who 
tried to rescue an auto outside 
Mount Pleasant, near Detroit, 
started to walk back from his 
truck, which was stalled only four 
miles from town. His legs froze 
and he crawled the last half mile, 
only to die in a hospital. Only 
the resort villages of Vermont and 
Massachusetts were able to use the 
cold to advantage; skiing had be- 
come epidemic in New York and 
Boston, and villages of 500 took 
in $10,000 a week-end. A sewer 
workman’s pick struck a spark 
and set off a subterranean explo- 
sion in Utica, New York. Blizzards 
swept Turkey, taking 78 lives. In 
Bulgaria the bodies of 43 who had 
been frozen to death were caught 
in the gale and swept across the 
Turkish border. 

Frightful was the plight of the 
sick in snowbound prairie towns. 
At Athelstan, Tennessee, Mrs. Otis 
Cordell died of a ruptured appen- 
dix, as snow plows worked 48 
hours to reach her. In Le Mars, 
Iowa, a baby was born in a farm- 
house while the doctor, snow-

that a cat slept with the chickens. 


In the St. Louis office of the 
Weather Bureau during this pe- 
riod, a veiled tension cut through 
the normal calm. Telephones 
were going crazy. The moment 
one had been answered and hung 
up, it rang again. Finally, during 
morning rush period, the clerks 
tried to disregard them altogeth- 
er and they jangled in chorus. 
Above this pandemonium was 
the noise of presses, printing 
weather reports more extreme 
than had ever come out before. 

Let there be no doubt about the 
excessive severity of this cold 
wave. In the St. Louls area the 
average between mid-January and 
mid-February was 4.1 degrees 
lower than for any period of a 
month since the Bureau began 
hourly readings in 1874. 


equally unprecedented. For 

five weeks Huron, South Da- 
kota, averaged 11 below.  Bis- 
marck, 16 below, and Devils 
Lake, 21 below, were typical of 
North: Dakota, where the average 
for two weeks was more than 20 
below. Outstanding monthly av- 
erages included Duluth’s (9 be- 
low), Minneapolis’ (10 below) 
and Charies City, Iowa’s (6 be- 
low). Of course, many places 
recorded broken records for all 
time, but averages gave a bet- 
ter index to what was happening 
throughout the country. 

Roscoe Nunn, head of the 
Weather Bureau here, is a quite 
professorial man whose enthusi- 
asms are mantied in scientific 
matter-of-factness. He hesitated 
to ascribe causes to the cold wave, 
said there was no basis for con- 
necting it with last summer’s heat 
and drouth, complained that me- 
teorological resources are insuffi- 
cient to establish the relation be- 
tween America’s, Asia's and Eu- 
rope’s experience. But when 
asked his opinion of the recent 
weather he became momentarily 
enthusiastic. “I should say,"’ he 
answered, “I should call THIS 
sensational.”” And then he cited 
the records, a little embarrassed 
to have spoken out so strongly.
